Uils are for the most part 
in good demand,with few fluctuations in prices, 
Drugs and chemicalsare selling well in jobbing 
quantities at about the former range of quota- 
tions, but dyes are not in much demand, 

The money market hasruled quiet with sup- 
ply of loanable funds equal to the demand and 
the rate of interest without change. Good 
borrowers have had no difficulty in supplying 
their wants, and the rates of domestic exchange 
on New York continue in favor of the flow of 
currency towards this centre. Rates are 1@2 
per cent. Commercial paper is scarce. We

to fix prices and abide by them; as the 
cutting was commenced by a Philadel- 
phia house, it ought to make the initia- 
tive move to bring about a radical 
change.

of attack. Cod liver oil furnishes 
a text for an editorial this week, 
in which the position of the market 
is outlined.

House 
of Representatives last week, and thero 
is still hope that it will continue to 
prosper after the Senate has acted 
upon the measure, if it ever does; the

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daily press; the New York papers are 
battling for oleomargarine and this is 
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an important factor in the fight. The 
British oil companies manage to de- 
clare rather good dividends from their 
business of the past twelve months; 
“coal oil” is one of the important pro- 
ducts on English soil, but it finds no 
place in the United States. The 
amount of capital invested in natural 
gas companies is astonishing, for the 
short period that they have been under 
way; whether natural gas is a. safe in- 
vestment is another question; some of 
the companies may be formed on 
a solid basis and others may go up 
like gas from a punctured balloon; the 
redoubtable ‘Col. Sellers” may find 
“millions in it,” but other persons 
might come out at the little end of the 
horn. The question of carting bonded 
gvods in Boston is causing some com- 
plaint, and the belief is that the cus- 
toms service there is not run according 
to regulations made and provided. 
Our foreign commerce for ten months 
is presented in a readable form so that 
our readerscan be informed in a few 
moments as to the extent of our im- 
ports and exports. 


Manufacturers of and dealers in oleo- 
margarine will be interested in the ar- 
ticle giving all the State laws regulat- 
ing the sale of that article; the pro- 
posed legislation in England is more 
lenient than the bill now before Con- 
gress. There is considerable specula- 
tion on the results of the Washington 
oil field; it has been a puzzler to the 
trade ever since the first well was put 
down, and will no doubt remain so, as 
developments prove that nothing is 
certain but the drill. The petroleum 
business is full of funny things, as an 
interview in another column demon- 
strates. The adventure of a pipe line 
walker with wild animals may not 
make your hair stand on end, but it is 
an interesting narrative. A Swedish 
engineer states that Russian petro- 
leum is preferred for fuel, and that the 
American product will not be in de- 
mand for that purpose; American oil 
is intended for better purposes in lub- 
ricating machinery and furnishing 
light to the world. The first oil well 
ever successfully shot in the Greene 
county field was torpedoed last week. 
The belief is current in the West that 
this country will soon need all the oil 
that it can produce, and that too much 
attention is given to Russian competi- 
tion. Some parties have great faith 
in the possibilities of the Ohio oil 
field and are leasing land wherever 
obtainable in the supposed productive 
districts, A Moscow merchant reviews 
the work done in the Russian petro- 
leum fields and refers to the cost of 
erecting works, etc. Business is re- 
ported brisk at the Pittsburg refiner- 
ies, with one or two exceptions where 
production is being curtailed, A tale 
is related of how a whole coach of 
passengers on a moving train were 
‘tbamboozled” by-a practical joker 
who showed them a supposed natural 
gas well flowing without being near 
any. A description of the oil fleld and 
operations in Mateo county, Cal., is 
given. The manufacture of pressed 
glassware occupies considerable space 
in this issue, as well as a treatise on 
substitutes for steam. Our corre- 
spondence column contains a card 
from Messrs. Doolittle & Smith of 
Boston, in answer to a circular casting 
reflections on the house for alleged 
cutting of drug prices.

CONDITION OF THE WHITING 
TRADE. 

For some months past the condition 
of the whiting market has been very 
unsatisfactory to every one engaged in 
the trade, and has entaiied serious 
losses upon the manufacturers, It is 
stated that at the present cost of crude 
material, labor, plant, etc., the manu- 
facturer will barely get his money 
back in selling commercial whiting at 
thirty-seven and a half cents per hun- 
dred pounds and gilders at from fifty- 
five to sixty cents per hundred, accord- 
ing toquality. Still to-day, we under- 
stand the Philadelphia manufacturers 
name as their selling prices, free on 
board at. Philadelphia, twenty-five 
cents for commercial and thirty-four 
to thirty-five cents for gilders, At 
these prices competition is so sharp 
that the entire trade of the country is 
demoralized, and not only the Phila- 
delphia manufacturers but every other 
is doing a losing business. The New 
York makers are not so much affected 
in their home markets as would be 
supposed, as local consumers prefer to 
pay New York prices, because they 
consider the whiting made here is 
worth the difference, whether this may 
be so or not. The makers here, too, 
are anxious to sustain prices at home, 
as the condition of stocks are such as 
not to warrant the cutting of prices, 
but when competing for out-of-town 
trade, particularly at Chicago and 
other western points, they are com- 
pelled to meet Philadelphia rates. 

The cause of the present demoraliza- 
tion had its origin in the disruption of 
the Quaker City Whiting Company. 
Although this occurred as long ago as 
the beginning of the current year, and 
was noted at the time, the 
facts connected with the his- 
tory of this organization are not 
generally known. The Quaker City 
Whiting Company was incorporated 
as a stock corporation in Philadelphia 
under the laws of Pennsylvania, in the 
latter part of 1854. It included all the 
factories in that city, each of which 
had a representative in the board of 
directors of the company. The pro- 
duct of each factory was regulated by 
allotment, and the quantity produced 
turned into a general pool. The com- 
pany attended to the selling and bill- 
ing of the goods and the proceeds 
went to pay dividends on the stock 
held by each manufacturer. The al- 
lotments were uniform—that is, as near 
as we have been able to ascertain, each 
manufacturer had an equal incerest in 
the company with the others, this 
plan being adopted to prevent dissat- 
isfaction. However, this did not ap- 
pear to suit all of those interested, 
some of the larger makers at least 
seeming to think that they should be 
allowed to increase their output and 
receive a consequent iucrease in divi- 
dends. This feeling continued to 
grow, but would not probably have 
seriously affected the integrity of the 
corporation had it not been for the ar- 
bitrary action of one of the manufac- 
turers, who, ignoring the restrictions 
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imposed upon each member of the/| and their returns will not materially 


company, went into the market and 
sold sixteen thousand barrels of whit- 
ing on his own account. This trans- 
action, which was of course sub-rosa, 
did not leak out for several weeks, but 
assoon as the facts became gensrally 
known there was an immediate de- 
mand for an open market, and on Jan.

Since that time the cutting of prices 
has been active, particularly among 
the manufacturers of Philadelphia, 
who have thereby spoiled the market 
for themselves and for every other 
maker of whiting who is forced into 
competition with them.

THE POSITION OF CODLIVER OIL. 


The mail and cable advices from the 
primary markets which are at hand 
report aspeculative movement inaugu- 
rated by a well known firm in Bergen, 
which so far has been more or less suc- 
cessful, as it has resulted in firmer 
prices in both Hamburg and Bergen; 
and the returns from Norway place the 
produce of this year’s fishery at twenty- 
three thousand barrels, which is four- 
teen thousand three hundred and 
ninety barrels in excess of that of 1885 
and sixteen thousand one hundred and 
fifty in excess of the 1884 catch; hence 
there is considerable interest mani- 
fested in the attempt being made 
abroad to maintain and _  ad- 
vance prices. The particulars of 
the speculative deals are not given, 
but this much is known, that 
all the available Lofoden oil in Bergen 
was taken and shipped back to Ham 
burg. Dealers in this market have as 
yet made no change in their quotations 
thongh the general tone of the market 
is firmer under these advices. The 
stock in London is reported large with 
nothing doing in the article and the 
supply here is said to be ample for 
some time to come,unless some marked 
improvement takes place in the de- 
mand. However, there is a feeling 
more pronounced in some quarters 
than in others, that lower prices must 
rule ere long, and if the various re- 
ports of the large stocks on hand are to 
be credited, it is extremely improbable 
that a secline in values will be averted 
for any length of time. At the moment 
we are informed that prime Norwegian 
oil is in reality higher abroad than it is 
here. In Newfoundland oil thereis also 
a lack of demand, hence the trading is 
confined to unimportant quantities 
ovly, and is quoted at the source of 
supply at 2s 6d@8s which according to 
manufacturers does not cover the cost 
of production. 


ARE WE TO HAVE AN INCREASED 
FLAXSEED CROP? 


It was expected that the low prices 
for flaxseed this season would dis- 
courage planting and lessen the crop 
of 1886, but the reverse seems to be the 
case, according to agricultural reports 
from the far West. In many counties 
of Dakota, Minnesota, Wisconsin and 
Nebraska the flax acreage has been 
largely increased over last year instead 
of wheat, which failed to give satisfac- 
tion either in price or demand, while a 
ten per cent. reduction in the flax 
acreage of Kansas is reported, and a 
slight falling off in Illinois, Indiana 
and Uhio; the latter states are gradu- 
ally going out of the flax growing belt 
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OIL OF PEPPERMINT. 

The reports that have been current 
throughout the market during the 
past few days of a break in the Lon- 
don market, and the news cabled of 
sales of H. G. H. oil at 15s 6d are ex- 
plained as follows: Nineteen cases of 
oil, from ten to twelve years old, with 
cases and labels badly soiled and dam- 
aged, were forced, and nine of the lot 
sold at 15s 6d, nine at 16s, and one at 
17%, the difference being due to the 
condition of the several packages. Im- 
mediately following these sales prime 
goods sold in a small way at 
17s 6d, at which figures the mar- 
ket closed steady, and which is the 
ruling price at the moment. There is 
no improvement in this market nor is 
there any important request abroad, 
hence the transactions are of a purely 
jobbing character only. Values are 
well maintained despite the dragging 
pature of the inquiry and offers of three 
fifty and three sixty made recently 
have been refused, three seventy-five 
being the inside figure at which H. G. 
H. oil in prime condition could be ob- 
tained. The owners views it would 
seein are higher than the present mar- 
ket quotations. Our market report

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THE GIGANTIC GROWTH OF NAT- 
URAL GAS INTERESTS. 


There seems to be no end to the or- 
ganization of natural gas companies; 
they continue to spring up like mush- 
rooms in Pennsylvania, Ohio, Ken- 
tucky, West Virginia and in all sorts of 
out of way places. The Keystone State 
alone has sixty-one companies with a 
capital of twenty-six million dollars, 
but only sufficient of whiclL.is paid in 
to meet expenses of operating. Ohio 
has about thirty organizations and is 
still a fruitful field forothers. Like the 
oil craze of many years ago, every per- 
son in the vicinity of natural gas is an 
enthusiast upon the subject and often- 
times the desire to speculate over- 
throws aman’s better judgment and a 
reckless haste to get rich induces in- 
vestments in natural gas enterprises 
without proper care being exercised to 
examine into the concerns. Many of 
them have been started by leasing a 
small tract of gas territory and getting 
a charter on a small amount of bor- 
rowed capital and the remainder on 
paper. Some of them have been or- 
ganized to be sold out to larger com- 
panies whose facilities are better for 
carrying out the projects to utilize gas 
for heating and illuminating purposes, 
while others come to the front to re- 
main as permanent competitors of 
older rivals. The progress of the in- 
dustry has been remarkable. It re- 
ceived its birth only last year, when 
the Pennsylvania Legislature passed 
an act authorizing the formation of 
natural gas companies; prior to this 
act there was no authority to incor- 
porate this class of companies, .They 





the United States, but this amount 
seems to be earned abroad without 
much difficulty. Two such dividends 
were declared last week and two others 
of eight and ten per cent., the lowest 
on record being eight per cent. The 
showing made by these companies was 
about the same as last year, as no im- 
portant change either in prices or 
demand had occurred during the 
twelve months. The gross amount of 
one company at the credit of profit 
and loss account was £76,409, and out 
of that sum the directors propose to 
deduct £16,615 for capital depreciation, 
£3,000 for improvements and £6,711 for 
reduction in valuation of stocks, leav- 
ing £50,082 to meet the dividend of 
eight per cent. 

These facts present quite a contrast 
to the results of mineral oil manufac- 
ture in this country, where margins 
are so cloce,and in many cases when no 
margins of prefit are to be had on some 
goods. There are many complaints 
but few dividends reported.

THE TRANSFER OF BONDED 
GOODS. 

Under the act of Congress of June, 
1874, all packages ordered from vessels 
and from United States bonded ware- 
houses to the appraisers’ stores and 
sample office for examination, are tobe 


carted by the Government con- 
tractors. The regulations on 
this point have been con- 


siderably stretched in Boston, accord- 
ing to the complainte of importers in 
that city. It appears that the position 
of Government truckman in Boston is 
somewhat of a political office, and to 
accommodate the present incumbent 
the usefulness of the vffice has been 
enlarged to include all goods conveyed 
to bonded warehouses, as well as the 
packages carted to the appraisers’ 
stores. The public truckman of the 
Hub asserts his right to transfer all 
imported merchandise to bonded ware- 
houses irrespective of the wishes of 
the merchants who have their own 
trucks for that work, and they are 
compelled to pay for Government 
cartage other than the transfer of 
goods to be examined by the apprais- 
ers. The same regulations control 
every Custom House in the country, 
and we find by consulting the rules 
observed in New York that the Gov- 
ernment contractors are limited to the 
transfer of packages for inspection by 
the appraisers and unclaimed mer- 
chandise sent to warehouse. All other 
goods are carted by the truckmen em- 
ployed regularly by the importers, 
who are required to have a Custom 
House license and give a bond in the 
sum of $5,000, beside taking the usual 
oath for the faithful performance of 
duty. The Boston importers have the 
law on their side, and they can prevent 
the extortion by demanding to see a 
copy of the printed regulations, which 
were prepared under the direction of 
the storekeeper of this port, and part 
of which we herewith publish: 


Importers of merchandise will be allowed 
the privilege of designating the Custom House 
number of the carts or trucks which they may 
select to convey merchandise imported by 
them from vessel to warehouse. * * * Mer-

THERE IS STILL STRONG HOPE 
FOR OLEOMAKGARINE, 

The bill taxing oleomargarine which 
was passed in the United States House 
of Representatives last week by a vote 
of 177 to 101, now goes to the Senate 
and there is every probability that it 
will receive the condemnation it de- 
It 
will be found that the senators have 
no time to waste over a measure of 
that character and that they have 
their minds fully made up as tothe 
disposition of the vexatious question. 
The bill is expected to meet with de- 
termined opposition in the Senate, in 
the shape of efforts to postpone and 
prevent consideration. No canvass 
has been made as to future progress, 
but the indications of defeat are strong. 
If all other tactics of the opposition 
fail, an effort will be made to secure its 
reference to the Finance Committee as 
a@ revenue measure, and if that is done 
tke bill will never be reported to the 
Senate. The proposed law is claimed 
by good legal authority to be clearly 
in violation of the organic law, on the 
ground that all men have certain un- 
questioned rights of acquiring, pos- 
sessing and protecting property, and 
the proposition to place a prohibitory 
tax on a legitimate industry as io this 
case, is an interference with the liberty 
of citizens. When oleomargarine is 
manufactured free from unwholesome 
ingredients and sold as such, it cannot 
be constitutionally legislated out of 
existence. Protection in this instance 
is all one-sided; the dairymen are 
afraid to face honest competition and 
they have to plead the baby-act in the 
endeavor to throttle the infant indus- 
try and impede the march of progress, 
but they are surely doomed to dis- 
appointment. 

Most of the public men are at sea re- 
garding the provisions of the proposed 
law, as stated in last week’sissue, It 
imposes a tax of $600 upon manufactu- 
rers, $480 upon wholesale dealers and 
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$48 upon retail dealers in oleomarga- 
rine, and a stamp tax of 5 cents per 
pound in addition, to be paid by the 
manufacturer. All sales by manufac- 
turers and wholesale dealers must be 
in original stamped packages, and re- 
tail dealers must sell only from original 
stamped packages in quantities not 
exceeding ten pounds, and must pack 
the oleomargarine sold by them in 
suitable new wooden or paper pack- 
ages, which shall be marked and 
branded in such manner as may be 
prescribed by the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue. Each violation of 
these requirements is to be punished 
by a fine of not less than $100 nor more 
than $1,000, and imprisonment not less 
than six months nor more than two 
years. Still heavier penalties are im- 
posed for defrauding or attempting to 
defraud the United States of the tax 
upon oleomargarine or any part 
thereof.

OUR TRADE WITH FOREIGN COUN- 
TRIES FOR TEN MONTHS. 

We present herewith the regular 
monthly summary of imports and ex- 
ports of drugs, vils, chemicals, etc., as 
compiled by the Bureau of Statistics of 
the Treasury Department which con- 
tains a large fund of interesting and 
important information concerning the 
volume of the foreign trade of the 
United States. These statistics cover 
the ten months ending April 30, 1686. 
Space will not admit of an extended 
review of these figures, but a compar- 


ason of the imports of a few special | 


articles may prove interesting. Such 
a comparison will show that the im- 
ports of asphaltum and bitumen have 
decreased by 2,000,000 pounds,and those 
of alizarine increased 946,349 pounds. 
There were no imports of gum arabic 
during April, though last year 129,739 
pounds were received during that 
month. For the ten months the im- 
ports amounted to 125,232 pounds less 
than during the corresponding period 
last year. The result of the reduced 
receipts is shown in the advancing 
market. In April this year we import- 
ed 191,737 pounds of crude camphor, 
whereas last April nothing was brought 
out; still the imports for the ten 
months in 1885 exceed those of this 
year by 735,667 pounds. There was a 
large increase in the receipts of cutch 
and gambier this year. The figures 
for the month of April show a gain of 
2,255,337 pounds, and for the ten months 
of 6,257,955 pounds, the speculation in 
these articles a few months azo being 
responsible for this increase. Notwith- 
standing the large stock of shellac here 
the impurts for April were 171,839 
poundsin excess of those of the same 
month last year,and the total figures for 
the ten months show an increase of 1,- 
289,975 pounds. Theimports of licorice 
root during April were 3,580,000 pounds 
less than those in April, 1885, still the 
receipts for the ten months are double 
those of last year. Muriate of potash 
imports show a gain of 2,302,535 pounds 
for the month and 13,218,084 pounds 
The receipts of 
quinia salts increased 34,000 ounces in 
April, but show a decrease of about 
200,000 ounces for the ten months. 
Nitrate of soda shows a decrease all 
around, due to the method of shipping 
and not to a smaller consumption. 
There was a large decrease in the im- 
ports of vanilla beans in April, but the 
ten months’ total shows an increase, 
Although there was a decrease in the 
imports of coal tar colors in April 
amounting im value to $64,344, the total 
receipts for the ten months increased 
$125,394. Glycerine imports for the 
month increased 137,979 pounds against 
those of April last year. Opium im- 
ports were 8,394 pounds in excess of 
those for April, 1885, and 127,588 pounds 
for the ten months. Theimports of soda 
ash, sal, bicarbonate and caustic show 
an iscrease of only about 1,000,000 
pounds in April this year, while the 


increase for the ten months amounts 
to over 31,600,000 pounds. The April 
imports of cylinder crown and common 
window glass, unpolished, show a gain 
of 717,882 pounds, while the total for 
the ten montns exhibit a decrease of 
2,221,270 pounds. The importsof plate 
glass, fluted rolled, or rough, and un- 
silvered, increased 224,672 square feet 
in April, but decreased 67,603 square 
feet during the ten months. While 
there was an increase of 14,000 gallons 
in the imports of whale and fish oil 
during April, there was a decrease of 
over 250,000 gallons during the ten 
months. A similar peculiarity is no- 
ticed in the receipts of olive oil. The 
increase in the imports of dutiable es- 
sential oils amounted to 5,000 pounds 
in April, and this represents the gain 
forthe ten months. The total value 
of paints and colors imported during 
April amounted to $129,056 against 
$109,654 the corresponding month last 
year ; but as will be seen by reference 
to the figures given below this increase 
does not represent the average gain for 
the ten months. No linseed was im- 
ported in April, though 115,966 bushels 
came in during that month last year. 
There is a wide difference in the total 
imports for the two years, 

Our export trade shows a gratifying 
increase. The total value of paints, 
oils, drugs, chemicals, etc., shipped to 
foreign countries during April was $6,- 
109,392 against $5,483,028 during the 
corresponding period last year, For 
the ten months the total values were 
$64,672,213 in 1886, and $64,338,641 
in 1885. The chief gain is found 
in the’ exports of ginseng, glu- 
cose, glue, fertilizers,oil cake and 
meal, matches, mineral oils, cot- 
ttonseed oil, esseutial oils and the 
vegetable oils generally, paraffine 
wax, quicksilver, (soap, fancy and com- 
mon), perfumery and cosmetics, and 
spermaceti. Among the articles the 
exports of which show a decrease are 
acids, dyes and dyestuffs, patent medi- 
cines, naval stores, lard oil, sperm, 
whale and fish oils, paints and colors, 
spirits of turpentine and varnish.

The company has 
already several wells but all of them are hardly 
adequate to the demands of the window glass 
factoriesin their immediate vicinity, and be- 
lieving that a good well would be better than a 
score of small, inconsiderable concerns, em- 
ployed Prof. White to locate one. After a care- 
ful examination of the locality he located the 
well, but gave no assurance that it will bea 
great gasser. It will in all probabiltty be a 
good well. 

The suit of the Government against H. K. & 
F. B. Tourber & Co., now Thurber, Whyland 
& Co., came up fer trial last week before 
Judge Brown and a jury. The suit was 
brought to reeover the duty on boxes contain- 
ing matches, which the defendants imported. 
The goods were what is termed “safety 
matches,” which can only be ignited by strik- 
ing them ona certain preparation on the side 
of the box. The Government held that the 
coverings were a part of the match, as the lat- 
ter could not be lighted except by striking 
them onthe box. The case was decided in 
favor of the importers, 


M. Werk & Co., an old-established firm of 
Cincinnati, O., manufacturers of soap and can- 
dles, have recently erected a glycerine refinery 
with all modern improyements, and are now in 
operation. They were untii last year one-half 
owners in the American Glycerine Co.,of which 
Mr. Casimir Werk was one of the prominent 
manufacturing members. One of our staff has 
recently visited Cincinnati,and by the courtesy 
of Mr. C. Werk, the manager, he was shown 
through the establishment, and pronounces it 
first-class in every respect, and he was aston- 
ished by the perfect whiteness of the goods 
made by them. 


We are informed by the Southern White 
Lead Company, of St. Louis, that the western 
demand for white lead is fair, considering the 
fact that building enterprises have been almost 
paralized py the labor strikes, and the con- 
sumption of lead has necessarily been very 
much less during the past spring than it would 
have been had building not been blocked by 
the refusal of the various trades to do the 
work. The above firm would like to capture 
an impostor who represents himself as a 
traveling salesman for that house, and has 
succeeded in getting buyers of white lead to 
endorse drafts for various amounts. 


If recent experiments do not prove more 
fruitless than is anticipated, sponge raising in 
the watersof Long Island Sound is likely to 
become an important industry in the near fu- 














ture, says a correspondent. It is believed that 
sponges of ordinary quality may be grown ata 
profit. There are at present several varieties 
of native sponges and the frequeut finding of 
them by men who dig for round clams has in- 
duced some scientific men to plant young 
sponges from Fiorida waters off Stratford 
Point. where there is a long reef of submerged 
rocks of a nature suitable for sponge growing. 
These transplanted animals have lived and 
flourished rapidly, growing to the size used in 
commerce, 


Uintahite is a new variety of asphaltum 
found in the Uintah Mountains of Utah. It is 
very hard and brittle, black aud lustrous. It 
burns in the flame of a candle like sealing-wax, 
and also takes the impression of a seal, but 
unless very hot will not adhere to eold paper. 
It dissolves in warm turpentine, but not in al- 
cohol. It combines with wax and ozokerit, 
which it resembles, and with melted tallow or 
stearine. Peculiar uses have not been found 
for it yet; but no doubt there is a sphere of 
action for it in the arts like other substances of 
its kind. If, as is likely, it proves an insulator 
of electricity, it may yet be used tor this pur- 
pose, either mixed with ozokerit or some other 
insulator. 


An official report from Christiana states that 
prices of matches abroad have been continual- 
ly falling during the past year,and although 
the production, as shown by the increased ex- 
port, has certainly been forced by most of the 
manufactories, so as to be able to produce the 
article cheaper, it can hardly be supposed that 
the match industry has left any particular 
profit to the manufacturers; on the contrary, 
itisa question whether the prevailing low 
prices have not rather brought a loss, at any 
rate te the smaller factories. It istrue the 
greater use of anewly invented machine for 
making boxes during the past year has partly 
helped to make the production cheaper, but 
by no means so in proportion to the lower 
selling prices.—London Grocer.

The combination included the American Pow- 
der Co., the Acton, the Laflin-Rand and many 
others, both in Massachusetts and other states 
of New England. The Rhode Island firms got 
15 per cent less than the Massachusetts firms. 
and the New Hanipshire and Vermont firms 
got 25 per cent more. Now the market isan 
open one and manufacturers are getting what 
they can. Prices are low and unsettled.—Bog 
ton Com. Bulletin, 


With the utilization of the bi-products of the 
sulphide ores of Leadville,the mining industry 
of this country will exceed that of any other 
district in the world. There is scarcely any 
limit to the deposits of sulphide ores of medi- 
um and low value in silver. Already several 
millions of tons of ore are disclosed to view in 
the few sulphide ore bearing mines opened 
now, and further work will multiply the quan- 
tity greatly. This ore consists of galena, zinc 
blende, iron and copper pyrites, antimonialand 
bismuth minerals. It returns*from five to 
thirty-five ounces in silver to the ton, and fre- 
quently from one to ten pennyweights iu gold. 
With cheaper fuel, and a reduction in other ex- 
penses encountered in the manufacture of 
acids and salts, these immense resources will 
unquestionably be utilized, and the mining as 
well as the industrial interests of the city 
greatly advanced.—Democrat Herald.

OBITUARY. 


PETER W. HOAGLAND. 

The wholesale drug trade of New York bas 
lost another representative in the person of Mr. 
Peter W. Hoagland, who died on June 2 at the 
family homestead in Greggstown, N. J., where 
he was burn 57 yearsago. The fatal malady 
was typhoid fever. His whole life was devoted 
to the wholesale drug business. He founded 
the firm of Day, Ayres & Hoagland in 1858, and 
during the war a prosperous trade was con- 
ducted by the house on Pearl street. In 1865 
the firm was changed to Day & Hoagland, and 
the year following to Day, Hoagland & Stiger, 
Mr. David M. Stiger became the principal part- 
ner in 1879 when the name was changed to the 
present style of David M. Stiger & Co. Since 
that date Mr. Hoagland represented the house 
on the road, being its principal salesman and 
recognized as one of the most active and suc- 
cessful commercial travelers in the drug trade. 
He made friends everywhere, faithfully ob- 
served all promises, and his confidence in hu- 
man nature was go strongly fixed that he would 
just assoon rely upon a verbal as a written 
contract. Being strictly honest himself he ex- 
pected the same treatment from others and 
neglected to develop the secretive and cautious 
traits of human nature. The bereaved family 
consists of a wife and two children. The re- 
mains were interred at the Mt. Pleasant ceme- 
tery in Newark, N. J.

Through 
the failure of one W. L. West, we were obliged 
in self-preservation, to take possession of the 
Worcester store. We placed it in the hands of 
a competent pharmacist and able manager to 
run the business. He found it necessary, in 
order to place the store on a proper footing, to 
adopt the same system of cutting prices that 
had so long been prevalent in Worcester, both 
by retail drug and union stores, and which had 
made the city so notorious for low prices, As 
soon as we could obtain full legal possession, 
we sold the store to Messrs, Hayward & Mitch- 
ell, who, after being in possession for some 
weeks, were unable to complete payment and 
again the store came into our hands, Assoon 
as the proper legal forms had been completed 
to give us a secure title to the store, westopped 
the advertising which had been done by Hay- 
ward & Mitchell and have never renewed it. 
And the fact that we are not selling goods at 
lower prices than they are sold throughout the 
city is sufficient refutation of an irresponsible 
and fallacious charge. In answer to the state- 
ment that a license had been refused us (which 
statement is false), we would say the Mayor 
and Aldermen have granted us a 6th class li- 
cense, the only kind granted inthe city, which 
has been paid for and the bond filed, and the 
license is in our possession. 

We think we have in this brief statement 
shown the absolute falsity of this anonymous 
slander, and we believe it ig due to our posi- 
tion as honorable merchants to take no fur 
ther notice of any communications from this 
source, assuring our friends in the trade, who 
have 60 many years remained in close business 
relations with us, that they and all honorable 
men have our esteem, good will and hearty co- 
operation in all things that are for the good of 
pharmacy. 

At the fifth annual meeting of the Massachu- 
setts State Pharmaceutical Association, held 
during the past week, we had this entire sub- 
ject placed before the Association. It was re- 
ferred to an able committee, who gave the mat- 
ter due qensideration, and who subsequently 
submitted the following report, which was 
unanimously adopted:

mit the following report: We find that raid 
Smith, Doolittle & Smith came into possession 
of the store at Worcester upon foreclosure of 
mortgage, December 23, 1885, and that the 


clerk who was putin charge by the firm did, | 


for a short time, advertise goods at cut prices. 
About the middle of January, 1886, the store 
was sold to a retail firm, who continued the ad- 
vertisement. Early in April, Smith, Doolittle 
& Smith were again obliged to attach the store, 
and the store was run undér the diréction of 
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the Sheriff, the advertitement still being con- 
tinued. It was in this way that the misunder- 
standing occurred, the Worcester druggists 
believing that the store was completely in the 
hands of said Smith, Doolittle & Smith. The 
firm say that within twenty-four hours after 
they came into full legal possession, about 
May Ist. the objectionable advertisement was 
stopped, 

Whil3 the Worcester druggists had some 
cause for complaint at first, it seems to us that 
& little investigation would have cleared up 
the whole matter. 

Trusting that the new firm of Doolittle & 
Smith will bave amicable and Pleasant rela- 
tions with our retail brethren in Worcester,

much;that at times it is impossible to make a 
close observation.

Mr. George 
waived the hearing, and gave bail for his ap- 
pearance at the county court in thesum of 
$3,000.—Bradford Star. 


A still of the Philadelphia Refining Company, 
at Point Breeze, containing 1,500 barrels of 
“white” oil exploded June 6 and the entire 
contents were consumed, entailing a loss of 
4,000. The firemen with great difficulty con- 
fined the fire to the still in which the explosion 
occurred, although many other large stills 
were in close proximity. 


The Imperial Russian Technical Society is 
making preparations for a petroleum exhibi- 
tion, to be held at St. Petersburg, which will 
not only show the condition of the native pe- 
troleum industry, but also enable foreign 
countries to exhibit their appliances for manu- 
facturing oils, etc., from the raw product, and 
employing them for purposes of illumination. 


The Pittsburg Leader says oil bas been struck 
about twelve miles northwest of Kittanning, in 
Armstrong county, in what is known as the 
Sugar Creek gas district, The wel! was drilled 
by the Hooks Bros. So far, without any clean- 
ing or agitation, the well has put out oil at the 
rate of two or three barrelsa day. The well is 
a strong gasser. The owners intend to drill it 
deeper. 

The astounding growth of the business of 
supplying natural gas is shown by the annual 
report of the Philadelphia Gas Company, of 
Pittsburg. The significant facts are that it has 
increased its capital stock from $1,000,000 to 
$5,000,000; that its gross earnings for the first 
three months of 1886 were $387,482, expenses 
$115,193,and net earnings $272,288,and dividends 
$150,00C, or 3 per cent. on the capital. 


The Lima oil producers are kicking against 
the Standard’s low price for oil and are taking 
measures to build a refinery, storage tanks and 
pipe line. It is to be hoped that they will have 
sufficient backbone to stand up for their rights 
and interests. Either the Standard should give 
a tair price for oil or the producers should let 
them have none. More money or no oil should 
be the producers’ motto.—Lima, O., Times. 


There are «t present in Cleveland 3) refineries, 
covering an area of 500 acres, with stills, tanks, 
etc., capable of refining 15,000 barrels per day, 
and representing a capital of nearly $5,000,00u. 
Besides these there are 14 jobbing houses. The 
shipments over two railroads alone are so large 
asto have made necessary the erection ofa 
special depot, the number of cars loaded some- 
times reaching 100 per day.— Exchange.

Wm. M. Lent, a Pacific coast millionaire, and 
Howard Dickenson and Lewis Roberts, mem- 
bers of the New York Stock Exchange, started 
forthe gas fields in Pennsylvania last week. 
Mr. Lent invested heavily in natural gas terri- 
tory in Westmoreland county. He also intends 
to put $500,000 into a manufacturing establish- 
ment, which will use gas as fuel. Mr. Lent 
proposes to form a large company for the devel- 
opment of natural gas. 

The proprietors of the Buffalo Chemical 
Works, Martin Kalbfieich & Co., are very 
happy over the success of an experiment in 
sinking a well for natural gas. They struck 
gas on their property at a depth of 1,800 feet, 
and the fuel is nuw available for their works. 
Contractor Woodring, who is an old oil coun- 
try man, says the supply is extensive enough 
to run the chemical works for years. The gas 
is not good for illuminating purposes, but is 
heavy enough to make lampblack, and sup- 
plies a fierce heat. 


The people of Greensburg, Westmoreland 
county, are in a twitter. The seductive 
Standard Oil Company threatens to supply 
them with natural gas 10 per cent. cheaper than 
their own natural gas company can do it. 
What terrifies the Greensburgers is not the 
cheap gas, but the fact that this Standard 
promise is the usual preliminary grease spread 
over small towns before swallowing them, In

The Morrow No. 2 at Shannopin, came in last 
Thursday and started off ata 250 barrel a day 
clip. It is the property of the Raccoon Oil 
Company, and is located in the extreme north- 
western corner of the Morrow farm, about half 
way between the Hood and the McCoy and in 
the same relative position from the Morrow 
No. Land Herper. It isa little northwest of a 


line running from the Hood to the McCoy and 
as near ascan be determined on present devel- 
opments is most likely on the center of the belt. 
The sand is not unlike that out of the Wallace 
and Achel. 


The California oil region has as yet bardly 
been “prospected,” but enough has been found 
to show that it reaches throughout the coast 
range from Santa Cruz county south to the 
Los Angeley Valley and east to the boundary 
of San Bernardino county, It also reaches out 
into the ocean, for at a point about a mile off 
shore, near Point Concepcion may be seen vast 
quantities of the oil floating on the surface, 
which has its origin in springs at the bottom of 
the sea, and which, by the perpetual placidity 
of the waves at that place, proves the efficacy 
of oil in stilling troubled waters. 


Over a very scattered area of enticing oil ter- 
ritory the festive driller is pounding away. He 
is actively at work complying with the impera- 
tive orders of his industrious employer, who 
has leased land at all points between Nova 
Scotia and the Gulf of Mexico. In a majority 
of instances he is after oil, but of late natural 
gas is enlisting no small share of his attention. 
For the month of June nearly half the States in 
the American Union are indulging in the lux 
ury of a surprisingly energetic new acquaint- 
ance styled the oil producer. He is welland 
favorably known in New York and Pennsyl- 
vania and tosome extent in Ohio and West 
Virginia, California and Colorado, but is 
almost a stranger in other fields. 


A correspondent writing to the Scientific 
American says: The drawback to petroleum is 
its liquid nature and consequent danger of 
listing. If petroleum be turned from a liquid 
into frozen bricks of any desired size,the ob- 
jection disappears. It can then be packed as 
safely as coal, even more so. Small tanks 
heated by steam can be provided to feed the 
furnace burners, and into these tanks may also 
run pipes from the bunkers to carry away all 
leakage from thawing. In this manner, frozen 
petroleum can be carried by a steamer that 
will furnish considerably more fuel for the 
space occupied than the same bulk of coal. I 
think that the cost of petroleum in this form 
would also be a great saving on the present 
fuel. 


The Phillips well, on the Piersol tract at Rei- 
bold, is through the sand, and at its best will 
not be much more than asmall producer, if 
indeed it proves that good. The well is located 
east of the Uniontown Oi!

Smalliness of the Middle Field Wells. 

If the class of territory that rules the middle 
fleld were the same over the entire country 
the producers would be happy indeed. It is 
now stated that it requires the avgregated 
strength of 100 wells therein to make eighty- 
five barrels of oil per day; in the old Clarendon 
and Stoneham section, leaving out the new de- 
velopments of Stone Hill and Tiona, It would 
seem on first sight that this was too low an 
average, but it is nevertheless very close to 
facts, as many “patches’’ we know of do not 
yield twenty barrels a month to the well. This 
beats the record of Bradford for diminutive- 
ness. Less than one barrel a day at sixty 
cents a barrel, and yet producers are not 
happy. This ought to pay a portion of the 
running expenses at least, and let the balance 
co up against time, eternity and dollar oil.—

A Wild Scheme to Manipulate the 
Growing Cotton Crop. 


The St. Louis Globe-Democrat bas unearthed 
an alleged scheme that is said to have its origin 
in that city, “to make up a puol tu buy a lot of 
cotton options on the next crop at present 
prices; then pick out a few smart men among 
the Knights of Labor, send them down through 
the cotton States to organize the negrocs, It 
wouldn’t take more than a month to do this 
under good management.

Cotton 
would go from nine cents a pound to twelve or 
fifteen cents a pound before the end of the

Mr. 
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Petroleum as Fuel in Russia. 


Crude petroieum and residuum as is well 
known are largely used for fuel on the steam- 
boats running on the Caspian and the Black 
Seas, and on the Volga River, and also in many 
Russian oil refineries. Recently Mr. Koribut- 
Dashkevitch patented in Russia an apparatus 
for heating stationary engine and locomotive 
boilers with petroleum. This consists of an 
iron cylinder, divided into two horizontal 
chambers, the upper for petroleum and the 
other for steam. At the ends of both cham- 
bers fine tubes are arranged in semi: circles, 
the tubes for steam extendirg at an angle of 45 
deg. to those of petroleum. The boilcr is first 
heated by means of wood or coal in order to 
obtain steam enough to atomize the petroleum, 
which drips from the tubes. Then the petro- 
leum is ignited, thus heating the boiler with 
liquid fuel. The chambers are connected re- 
spectively with ap oil reservoir and the steam 
tubes of the boiler. Through the holes made 
in the sides of an oven vomes a free current of 
air in quantity sufficent to make combustion 
complete. It is claimed in Russia that Dash- 
kevitch’s apparatus makes petroleum an easy 
efficient and economic fuel.— Bradsireets. 
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Washington’s Erratic Oil Sands. 


The failure of Willetts 5 to get the lower and 
richer pay streak found in the Barre and Cam- 
eron weile is all the talk in oil circles, It is re- 
garded as a surprising circumstance, but there 
is nothing surprising aboutit. It is only in 
keeping with the character of the fleld. If the 
wells are to be uniformly large or small it will 
look like consistency, and such ig not a feature 
of Washington territory. Willetts6 found the 
regulation amount of sand. It was barder, 
more close and possessed fewer pay streaks. 
The Union well found pine paystreaks, Barre

expenses and leave a comfortable bank bal- 
ance besides. The big Cameron well produced 
and shipped 19,000 barrels the first elght days, 
exclusive of the royalty interest, which is one- 
seventh, or 1.330 barrels, making a t tal pro- 
production of 2,930 barrels or 2,500 barreis a 
day.—Bradford Star. 
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An Important Oil Suit. 


The Supreme Court ef Pennsylvania has 
banded down an opinion affirming the judg- 
ment of the lower court in the suit between H 
L., Blackmarr and C. W. Scofield, both of the 
Bradford Oil Exchange. Blackmarr sold to 
Scofield 25,000 barrels of ollin United Pipe Line 
certificates in 1882 at $1.25, to be delivered at 
the buyer’s option at any time between the 
date ofsale and the 6th of February following, 
with the proviso that no margins should be re- 
ceived by either party ia settlement of the 
deal, 

The certificates were tendered to Scofield by 
Blackmarr on February 6 when the contract 
terminated, but were refused by the former, 
whereupon they were sold at the Bradford Oil 
Exchange to the highest bidder at $1.0444 per 
barrel, Suit for $5,000, the difference, was then 
entered, The defense set up the gambling or 
wagering plea. The Court ruled out a con- 
siderable portion of the defense’s testimony, 
and the jury found for $,125, being the amount 
claimed, with interest. 

The case was taken to the Supreme Court and 
argued by Messrs, G. L. Roberts, D. H. Jack 
and M, F. Elliot for the plaintiff in error, and 
Messrs. F, L. Blackman and B. D. Hanlin for 
the defendant in error. The Supreme Court 
has handed down an opinion that the evidence 
offered was not admissible, and affirms the 
judgment of the lower court: 
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Oil in Beaver County, Pa. 


For several months past a well bas been drill- 
ing on the farm of David Reed, near Poe Post 
Office, in Hanover township, Beaver county.

The oil 
sand was reached at a depth of about 1,890 feet, 
which was about 1C0 feet sooner than it was ex. 
pected to be found, 

This well is nine miles southwest of the well 
on the Wallace tarm, and about 13 miles from 
the Hood & Morrow wells in the Shousetown 
field, on a 48-degree line from the last men- 
tioned wells.

The New Bedford Whaling Trade. 


The wealth that was brought to New Bedford 
by whaling in its palmiest days was enormous, 


and gave the city the reputation of being the 


wealthiest of itssize in the werid. The catch 


of 1853, the banner year, was more than 103,000 


barrels of sperm oil, valued at $4,050,540; 260,114 
barrels of whale oil, valued at $4,762,525; and 


5,652,300 pounds of bone, valued at $1,950,044— 


bonetbat year averaging only thirty-four and 
a half cents per pound: while it now sells at 
from $2 to $250 per pound. The catch of the 
113 vessels arriving in the following year 
brought into the city something over $6,000,000, 
In 1886, when prices were very high, the car- 
goes of the forty vessels that arrived aggre- 
gated $4 000,000. All was not always palmy, 
however. Forty-four of the sixty-eight vessels 
that arrived home in 1858 made losing voyages, 
causing a direct loss of $1,000,000. Other dis- 
asters of less importance have never been ur- 
common, 

It is estimated that between 725 and 750 whal- 
ing vessels have been owned and sailed from 
New Bedford. Of these at least 250 are known 
to bave been lost. This means immense losses, 
for not only did the vessels cost from $15.000 to 

75,000 each, but the outfittings and catches 
were also partially or wholly lost. At the be- 
ginning of this century it cost somewhere 
about $12,000 to $15,000 to fit out a vessel fora 
good voyage. In 1858 the cost had increased to 
about $65,.00, voyages were of longer duration, 
and catches had increased only about twofold 
in value. To-day a good outfit falls but little, 
ifany, below $30.000. The sost of fitting out the 
sixty-five vessels that sailed in 1858 was eati- 
mated at $1,950,000. The catch since 1800 is 
believed to have been at least 250,000 of sperm 
whales and nearly as many mure right whales, 
the total value being approximately $150,000,- 
000.—New England Magazine. 
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Glass Manufacture on the Pacific 


Coast. 


The manufacture of glass has several times 
been attempted on the Pacific Coast, but only 
in one instance has it been permanently suc- 
cessful. The large consumption of bottles in 
the wine making districts has enabled one fac- 
tory producing that specialty to bolditsground 
against enormous foreign competition, and 
then it has been up bill work all the time. Sev- 
eral times flint glass factories, for the manu- 
facture of chimneys and articles for table and 
bar use, have been projected and partially put 
in operation, but these enterprises failed to be- 
come remunerative and were speedily dropped. 
This result was reached, however, partially 
because of dissensions in the management and 
also because of the lack of judgment, skill and 
experience on the part of the projectors, which 
disheartened and disgusted the workers brought 
from the east, so that they returned home and 
their places could not be supplied. There 
seen.s to be no valid reason why glass making 
could not be profitably carried on in this ex- 
tensive, wealthy and populous section. High 
freighis would protect it from eastern compe- 
tition and the ouly hindrance to success would 
be foreign rivalry, which, however, is great 
owing to the number of vessels coming to the 
coast for cargoes which carry such freight as 
they can get on their outward trips for very 
little, in preference to taking ballast for noth- 
ing at all.—Pottery and Glassware Reporter. 


The charter of the Southern Natural Gas 
Company has been filed in Pittsburg. The cap- 
ital stock ig $100,000, 
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The Trials of a Belgian Glass Manu- 


facturer. 

Mr. Baudeaux, a prominent glass manufac- 
turer of Belgium, whose works valued at 4,000,- 
000 francs,were destroyed during the riot in that 
country some week ago, has allowed himself to 
be interviewed for publication. His state- 
ment is to the following effect: “I employed 950 
workmen, of whom 112 were blowers, who, ac- 
cording to ability, received from 400 to 1,400 
francs per month; 112 gatherers, who earned 
from 160 to 175 francs per month; 5 flatteners 
at from 18v to 220 francs per month; 50 cutters 
from 120 to 145 francs monthly. I believed that 
no workmen in the world were treated better 
than mine, for the poorest workman was able 
to earn from 1, 00 to 1,700 and the best from 
17,000 to 18 000 and 20,000 francs per year. The 
work was not over heavy. My factory was so 
arranged that we made 24 blowings per week, 
the men working nine and one-half hours 
daily. The tank system and our regenerators 
enabled men to work without loss of time at 
the furnace and flattening ovens, and we have 
the best facilities in every department.” 

Mr. Baudeaux blames the recent riots on the 
coal miners, and the dissatisfied element among 
the glass workers, the hatred of the latter class 
arising from his large works, tank system, in- 
creased production and superior facilities, en- 
abling him to distance small competitors. He 
also complains that the militia sent to drive 
away the mob had refused to interfere and 
failed in every way to attack the unlawful and 
destructive element, and that as they rode off 
were applauded by the mob, who thereby be- 
came masters of the situation, destroyed the 
entire works, and set fire to his dwelling, so 
that his wife and daughter were compelled to 
fly tothe flelds and that from there they had 
witnessed the total annihilation of their prop- 
erty and home. Mr. Baudeaux proposes, in 
case the town of Jumet and the Belgium gev- 
ernment makes good his loss, to rebuild his 
works, but says thatin such a case he will or- 
ganize and maintain a company of soldiers and 
anarsenal for future defense. Of the Belgian 
glass workers Mr. Baudeaux thus bitterly com- 

plains: “A man may exert himself every imag- 
inable way in their behalf, aid them in their 
necessity, increase their wages and decrease 
their work, but for ali thisthey return no 
thanks. They look upon these things as tbeir 
rights, which they can demand at pleasure, and 
say theemployer simply does his duty in these 
matters. They marry young and inexperienced 
girls, who know nothing of housekeeping. 
Both sexes have an inordinate desire for dress 
and fashion. As long as they have money, they 
live high and fast. Many giaas blowers really 
maintain two housekeeping (?) establishments. 
The single men babitually attend balls and con- 
certs, and entertain themselves with gristettes 
and other ladies, putting on lordly airs. So, 
for instance it is a common occurrence that 
one of these “gentlemen”’ repeatediy places 40 
sous On the contribution plate at the Cafe 
Chantant for a favorite songstress. They come 
to work in silk hats, fine hunting boots and 
broadcloth suits, One of these so-called big 
blowers named Rofler, who earns 24,000 francs 
per year, once ordered six bottles of champagne 
at a hotel, and comfortably bathed his feet in 
the wine.” 


Lubrication and Lubricating Oils, 

At last week’s meeting of Massachueetts As- 
sociation, No. 1, Stationary Engineers, Wm, A. 
Root, manager of the Vacuum Oil Company of 
Boston, spoke upon the subject of lubrication. 
He said that as regards the question of lubrica- 
tion he came before the association believing 
that he bad much to learn, and while open to 
Criticism trusted that they would take in.o 
consideration the fact that he made no preten- 
sion of knowing it ail. 

A few weeks ago he was an interested listen- 
er to an argument regarding relative values of 
lubricating ois as manufactured from petro- 
leum, which ended by one of the party saying, 
“I heoretically you may be all right vut practi- 
cally you are all wrong,” he being of the opin- 
ion that the oil business in general used for its 
main stay and support, deception—that so- 
cailed high-priced oils were just the same as 
cheap oils and would not work enough better 
to make up the difference in price. He tried 
cheap oil and had the pleasure (?) of charging 
“repair account” three hundred dollars, caus- 
ing him to believe his statement regarding 
theory and practice was not strictly in keeping 
with the result obtained, 

We are to.d that sperm, whale, fish, lard, 
castor und olive oils, as also other mineral and 
vegetable oils are adulterated to such an ex- 
tent that manufacturers and dealers as well as 
the consumers find it difficult in some cases to 
detect the inferior grades, As yet he had not 
learned that lubricating Oils as manufactured 
from petroleum were adulterated to any ex- 
tent, the main difficulty being that all consum- 
ers are not able to classify them according to 
their true values, for which reason they often- 
times claim they have been deceived. 

As may be supposed the values placed on 
honest goods are sometimes higher than on in- 
ferior grades of the same class, but it is more 
often the case that the prices are equal, the 
seller relying on the buyer’s ignorance of the 
matter tocarry him safely out of what might 
have been a “fix.” 

It is a fact conceded by all that to learn the 
true value of a lubricant it must be subjected 
to a mechanical test for friction reducing 
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power. There are in use testing machines for 
this purpose, but they are of value only in the 
sense that providing the oil tested is used on 
like bearings, under the same conditions, like 
results will be obtained, but as these “same 
conditions” are “buta drop in the bucket” as 
compared to the many existing to the con- 
trary, it is safe that we rauat seek other sources 
of information to obtain immediate and satis- 
factory results, and until the learned men now 
interested in this matter jevise some method 
easily understood and practiced by all, it would 
seem advisable to place some faith in state- 
ments made by manufacturers honest in their 
endeavors to give you the value received, 


To those engineers who act on the principle 
“that seeing is believing,” he would say you 
have it in youf power to get at the values of 
lubricating oils very closely. If you consider 
the fire test of a cylinder oil, the principle point 
of value, directions for making the test can be 
readily obtained and for grayity and cold test 
as well. Mostengineers know the average tem- 
perature of the cylinders to their engine or en- 
gines, and providing the association to which 
they belong are in position to make the test 
mentioned it would be an easy thing for him to 
know positively whether the cylinder oil he has 
in mind will burn out or evaporate, 


The gravity of oils is of considerable import- 
ance, so much so in fact that many go so far as 
to say that a cylinder oi! of 27 gravity contains 
15 to 25 per cent more wear than one at 28 
gravity. 

Cylinder oils composed largely of animal or 
vegetable oils should be avoided for reasons 
with which you are ucdoubtedly all acquaint- 
ed, in fact the nearer you get to a straight 
mineral cylinder oil the better will be results 
obtained. At present dark cylinder oils are 
most in demand, for the reason they possess 
the highest fire test and cost less, although 
many parties selling light colored cylinder oils 
claim that the dark grades contain all the im- 
purities Of the crude oil,it can readily be proved 
that such statements are not true, but on the 
contrary that some brands of dark cylinder 
oils are as free from impurities as the best light 
colored filtered cylinder oils in the market. 

In conclusion he said that the question of 
lubricating oils and their values is a prolific 
subject for general debate—a subject concern- 
ing which much interest is being manifested 
by consumers of cylinder, engine and machine 
oils. and while one cannot at once absorb all 
the truths regarding the matter, we have the 
satisfaction of knowing that while we live we 
can learn. 
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Oleomargarine Legislation in 
England, 


The following are the principal clauses of a 
bill revised and recommended by the Council 
of the British Dairy Farmers’ Association, as 
taken from the London Grocer: 


Whereas the practice has arisen of making 
up fataand oilsof various kinds into com- 
pounds inimitation of butter, by the sale of 
which as butter the public is defrauded, it is 
expedient to amend the law relating to such 
compounds. 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most 
excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Lords, spiritual and temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliamentas- 
sembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows: 

1. This act may be cited for all purposes as 
“The Butter Frauds Prevention Act, 1884,” 

2. The word * butter’ as used in this act sball 
mean the article made from the milk of the 
cow, unmixed with any other fat, grease, oil, 
or other fatty, greasy, or oleaginous substance 
whatever. 

3. Onand after January 1, 1887, compounds 
of butter and fat, or of various fats without 
butcer, or any substance of a fatty, greasy, or 
oleaginous nature, intended to be sold for 
human consumption, shall not be vended or 
called by a name in which the word “butter’”’ 
is used as a prefix, or in any way or combina- 
tion. 

4. All manufactories of compounds of butter 
and fat, orof variour fats without butter, or 
of any substance of a fatty, greasy, or oleagin- 
ous nature, intended for human consumption 
of Great Britain and Ireland, shall be registered 
in such a mancer, subject to an annual or other 
renewal, as the Board of Inland Revenue may 
from time to time direct; and the said board 
shall have power and authority under this act 
to charge on the first registration a fee not ex- 
ceeding, five pounds and On every annual or 
other renewal of such registration a fee not ex- 
ceeding one guinea. 

5. A return shall be made monthly to the 
said board of the quantities made and sent out 
from each of the said magufactories, and the 
Inland Revenue officers shall have free access 
to the premises at all reasonable times and 
without notice given. 

6. No substance or compound of the kind de- 
scribed in the third section ot this Act shall be 
sent out from a manufactory, nor any import- 
ed and sold in the United Kingdom and Ireland, 
unless each and every packege is branded with 
&@ Dame, and in conformity with the provisions 
vf Clause 3. Such branding shall in all cases 
be performed by or under the direction of an 
officer of the inland revenue, and at a charge or 
fee not exceeding sixpence per package. 

7. The officers of inland revenue are hereby. 
directed and empowered to examine the con 


e 
tents ofany package imported into or manu- 


factured in the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, which they have reason to 
suspect is a substance intended to be soldin 
contravention of the provisions of this Act, 
and if found to be such a substance, may con- 
fiscate the same and issue orders for its dir- 
posal, 

8. All persons dealing or trading in com- 
pounds or substances described by clause 3 
shall in every case state in full on the invoice 


the name of any such substance or compound, 
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The Different State Laws on Oleo- 
margarine. 


The rapid increase of the manufacture of 
oleomargarine and the extensiye development 
of the oleomargarine trade, has caused the 
dairy interests to put forth this year the great- 
est efforts yet made to crush out the oleomar- 
garine industry. This was the bill introduced 
into Congress to impose a national tax of 10 
cents on every pound sold The Judiciary 
Committee of the House of Representatives 
has declared it unconstitutional but the Agri- 
cu!tural Committee has reported it favorably. 

The bill has passed the House of Kepresenta- 
tives but the tax has been placed at 6 cents per 
pound. It is, therefore, very interesting to 
note the laws upon this subject now in effect 
in this ccuntry which were compiled for the 
Boston Commercial Bulletin from a government 
source, There is no national law, but there are 
laws upon the subject in twenty-two states and 
in the District of Columbia. There are regula- 
tive laws in New Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut, New Jersey, Dela- 
ware, Maryland, Georgia, West Virginia, Indi- 
aua, Iowa, Nebraska, Nevada, California and in 
the District of Columbia. There are prohibit- 
ive laws in Maine, Vermont, New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
Ohio. 

The law in the District of Columbia’ was 
passed by Congress and this gives it asemi- 
national character, and we will quote its main 
provisions and make them a _ basis of compar- 
ison with laws in the States. 

In Section 1 it provides “That every person 
who shall manufacture for saie, or who shall 
offer or expose for sale, any article or sub- 
stancein the semblance of butter or cheese 
* * * * not made exclusively of milk or 
cream * * * ghall distinctly and durably 
stamp, brand or mark, upon every tub, firkin, 
box or package of such article or substance 
the word oleomargarine in plain Roman letters. 
not less than half an inch square, placed hori- 
zontally * * * In case of retail sales, the 
seller shall, in all cases, deliver therewith to 
the purchaser a written or printed label bear- 
ing the word oleomargarine in type or letters, 
as aforesaid.”’ 

Sales not in accordance with the above are 
void and no action can be maintained for the 
price thereof. Infraction of the provisions is 
made a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of 
$100, one-half to go to the infermer. 


THE NEW ENGLAND STATES. 

The regulative statute in Massachusetts is 
substantially the same as the law of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, in its provisions for mark- 
ing. The penalty for the sale is $100 for the 
first cffence, and $200 for any subsequent of- 
fence, with costs in each case, A like penalty 
is imposed for removing or defacing, with in- 
tent to deceive, any mark, brand, label, etc. 
Inspectors of milk are authorized to get proof 
and prosecute. The penalty for interfering 
with the inspector is $50 for the first offence 
and $100 for any subsequent ove. 

The New Hampsbire law requires the imita- 
tion butter must be colored pink, when sold, 
exposed for sale,or held in possession with 
intent tosell, Nothing is said of the manufac- 
ture. The penalty is a fine of $50 for the first 
offence and $100 for any subsequent one. The 
Rhode Island law resembles very closely the 
law of the District of Columbia, but deals only 
with butter. 

The Connecticut law makes very careful pro- 
vision to prevent the sale of any kind imitation 
butter or its use in bread or other articles of 
food intended for sale or on the table in any 
hotel, restaurant or boarding house, without 
conspicuous notice. The act is enforced bya 
dairy commissioner who may appoint unpaid 
deputies, one for each county. The penalty is 
a fine of $100, or in default of payment to im- 
prisonment for 60 days. 

NEW JERSEY AND THE SOUTH. 

The New Jersey luw deals with any imitation 
dairy product and provides that a black stripe, 
the name of the article and the name and ad 
dress of the maker must be on the package. Io 
retail sales the purchaser must be informed of 
the nature ot the substance. The penalty is 
$100 for the first offense and $200 for each sub- 
sequent offense. The act also provides for a 
dairy com miseioner with necessary assistants, 
chemists, counsel, clerks, etc. The D:laware 
law deals with butter alone and provides that 
the words “artificial butter” shali be at all 
times placed upon the tub, box, table, etc, 
under penalty of a fine of $50 for each offence, 
one-half of the fine to go to the informer. 

The Maryland law provides for imitation but- 
ter and cheese. It is in sustance the same as 
the District of Columbia law, but is somewhat 
more stringent and more carefully drawn. The 
penalty proscribed for an infraction of the law 
is $100 and various terms of imprisonment, 
running from 30 days to one year. In Georgia 
the law applies only to oleomargarine, which 


word must be conspicuously marked upon ves- 
sels and packages and the purchaser must also 
be informed. In hotels, restaurants, etc., DO- 
tices reading “This house uses oleomargariae” 
must be conspicuously displayed. An infrac- 
tion of the law isa misdemeanor and punish- 
able as such, 

The West Virginia law applies to imitation 
butter and cheese, and imposes a fine of not 
less than $100 on any person who manufactures, 
sells or offers for sale any such iaitation, with- 
out marking it with its appropriate name. The 
Indiana law provides that ali imitations must 
be labelled in large letters “*oleomargarine.” 
under penalty of a fine of not more than $50 
and not less than $10. 

THE WEST- 

The Iowa law provides that both imitation 
butter and cheese must be plainly marked upon 
package, under penalty of a fine of $250 or by 
imprisonment not exceeding 60 days. The Ne- 
braska law is substantially the same as the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, though it differs in not pro- 
viding that one-half the fine shall go to the in- 
former, 

In Missouri any hotel, inn or boarding-house 
keeper miist make the true character of imita- 
tion butter known to guests under penalty of a 
fine of from $106 to $500. In Nevada the sale 
of spurious butter, un.ess branded as such, is 
punishable by a fine of from $25 to $100, and all 
packages and tubs mnst beso marked by the 
manufacturer under penalty of a fine of $500 
and imprisonment from 90 days to 6 months, 
The California act is about the same as that of 
the District of Columbia, and also provides 
that the words “oleomargarine soid here” must 
be conspicuously posted up wherever it is sold 
or used. The penalty for infraction of any 
provision is a fine of from $5 to $500 or by im- 
prisonment for 3 months, or both. 

THE PROHIBITORY LAWS, 

The Maine law prohibits the manufacture or 
sale of spurious butter or cheese, under pen- 
alty of $10) for first offence and $200 for any 
subsequent one. with costs. Inspectors of 
milk, sheriffs, deputy sheriffs and constables 
are required to make complaint. The Vermont 
law provides for a fine of $500 for the manu- 
facture or sale of imitation butter. Half the 
fine goes to the complainant. The Pennsyl- 
vania law provides that spurious or adulter- 
ated butter or cheese shall not be manufac- 
tured, sold or offered for sale under penalty of 
a fine of not less than $100 and not more than 
$300, or imprisonment for not less than 10 nor 
more than 30 days, or both, for the first of- 
fence and imprisonment for one year for every 
subsequent offence. One half the fine goes to 
the complainant. The manufacture or sale of 
spurious cheese and of spurious butter, with 
the exception of that made from beef suet or 
milk, is prohibited in Ohio under a penalty of 
a fine of not less than $100 and not more than 
$500, or by imprisonment for not Jess than 
three months, nor more than six months or 
both for the first offence, and imprisonment 
for one year for each subsequent offence, 

WISCONSIN, MINNESOTA AND MICHIGAN, 

The Wisconsin law imposes a penaity of not 
exceeding one year’s imprisonment or a fine of 
not exceeding $1,000 or both to any one who 
manufactures spurious butter or cheese or 
knowingly offers it for sale. The Minnesota 
law prohibits the sale or manufacture of un- 
healthy or uduiterated dairy products includ- 
ing unwholesome, adulterated or impoverished 
milk, or the manufacture of products from it, 
It provides for a fineof not less than $100 
or not more than $500 or not less than six 
months or not more than one year’s imprison. 
ment or both for first offence and imprisoa- 
ment for one year for each subsequent offence, 
The act provides for a State dairy commission- 
er and assistants to enforce it. 

The Michigan act provides that any person 
who shall manufacture or sell or ship into the 
State. oleomargarine or butterine so called, 
shall be fined not less than $200 and not more 
than $500 or not less than six months and not 
more than one year’s imprisonment or both for 
the first offense and by imprisonment for one 
year for subsequent offences. Another section 
provides tor a fiue 06 not less than $200 or more 
than $500 imprisoament as ab ve, on any per- 
son who manufactures imitation butter or 
cheese from any oleoaginous substances other 
than butter and cheese. Another section pro- 

vides the same fine and imprisonment for the 
manufacture from animal fat or animal or 
vegetable oils, or sale, Another section pro- 
vides for a fine of not iess than $100 or more 
than $500 for the manufacture or sale of spuri- 
ous butter and cheese by mixing animal fats or 
animal or vegetable oils with natural milk or 
cream or butter, or coloring the same in 
imitation. The machinery, apparatus and 
stock Of the manufacturers may be confis- 
cated, 
PROHIBITION UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 

The New York prohibitory law is most com- 
plete and stringent of all. Its most important 
provisions are identical with all but the last 
quoted af the Michigan law but are more 
broadly drawn and the penalty in the case of 
imitation coloring and mixture of animal fats 
or oils with natural milk, cream or butter is 
put at the maximum of $1,090. The New York 
law provides a dairy commissioner and assis- 
tants to enforce the law, and appropriates 
$50,000 for their use. Jurisdiction of cases is 
given to courts of special sessions. This law 
das been decided unconstitutional by the court 
of appeals but has been re-enacted by the 


Legislature. 
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The Greene County Oil Field.

When the 
tools were run the well was found to be bridged 
and until she is thoroughly cleaned out her 
capacity can not be accu rately estimated, 

The Crab Apple well suspended operations 
several weeks since, owing, it was stated, to 
the rock caving in and fastening the tools. 
Since then the well has been guarded anda lot 
of pipe, etc., hauled on the premises, This give 
rise to the rumor industriously circulated that 
oil has been struck and the owners are keeping 
the matter to themselves, until they obtain a 
lease upon other property in that region.

Prominent ofl men are visiting that 
tivla nearly every day, but the owners of farms 
in many instances are not anxious to lease 
unless on heavy terms.

A Western View of the Petroleum 
Situation. 
There is an apparent effort of late on the 
part of Eastern journals to give prominence to 
the dangers of Russian competition. Articles 


aod are gathering up a large amount of ~ 


a column in length are given from various 
sources showing the advances made in Russian 
refining and transportation. Particular locali- 
ties are pointed out in which the great Russian 
bear has put down bis claw and is extermin 
ating the American trade, The unlimited ex- 
panse of Russian territory is pictured at large, 
their new pipe line from Baku to Batoum and 
their tank or cistern vessels for transportation 
are given the benefit of full elaboration. The 
suzzest'ons as to what Americans sbould do in 
the matter are conflicting, some maintaining 
that the deterioration in quality ot American 
oil and others that bigh price is the difficulty. 
In the Levant and Exypt we are said to be 
losing ground. Egyptian production is among 
the latest to be heralded as a competitor. These 
accounts are pretty familiar tothe trade. Ifa 
deliberate view be taken of the situation, how- 
ever, there will be found very littie cause for 
alurm in all this. The fact is that the export 
trade in petroleum from this country is in- 
creasing and it is a matter of small concero 
whether it goes to the Levant or to Egypt or to 
central Europe—it goes. The consumption of 
American oil is and has been in excess of the 
production for nearly two years. The stocks 
have been decreasing ever since August, 1884, 
notwithstanding all the new fields that have 
been developed in that period, 

The outlovk is that this country will need all 
the oil it can produce within a few years, and 
it shouid be a matter of bumantarian congratu- 
lation that other nations are getting some other 
source of supply. They will need it before 
long. The cotton trade of this country goes 
steadily aloog notwithstanding Iodian produc- 
tion. The same may be said of our cereals and 
other productions. Petroleum is the only rec- 
ognized article of export in which the sources 
of supply give evidence of failure tosupply a 
constant demand. We are practically giving 
away to foreign nations not only our surplus 
production but are drawing on the stocks on 
hand to meet the requirements of people other 
than our ewn. These are facts to which the 
people will awake sooner or later. Attention 
is not called to them for the purpose of “bulling 
the market” in a speculative sense. We see 
nothing in the face of general depression in 
trade and heavy carrying charges to warrant a 
belief that oil will advance materially very 
soon, buta change in general conditions may 
bring on in the future such an advance as will 
make every bear wish he had not sold that 
which he did notown. In the meantime there 
is nothing to be afraid of in Russian competi- 
tion, Egyptian production or the fact that an- 
cients knew of whole lakes of oii in the Orient.

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Oil in San Mateo County, Cal. 

Among the many attractions which San 
Mateo county now possesses—its excellent ag- 
ricult: | advantages, unrivaled climate and 
other attractive features—a brief mention of 
ite recent oil developments ought to be of in- 
terest *, investors. Traces of petroleum can 
be seer to the careful observer in very many 
places caroughout the mountains. On the Bell 
rauct , La Hooda, the indications are unusually 
prominent. Experiments at boring have been 
made iu that vicinity and in other places in 
former years, but unsuccessfully until some 
years ago, since when several wells have been 
sunk. The first well reached after crossing the 
top of the mountains is that on the Durham 
ranch. Oil was first noticed there seven years 
ago by the owner, Ott Durham. Some years 
later Haley & Suider erected the necessary ma- 
chinery and began boring. Ata depth of 220 
feet a strong flow of salt water was struck, 
after which gas was noticeable. They contin- 
ued boring, and at a depth of 600 feet oil was 
found in such quantities as to be considered 
highly encouraging. Some time later Bodwel. 





& Dewey, of San Francisco, formed a company 
and purchased the right from Haley & Sulder. 
This well bas not been operated to any great 
extent during the past year through a leck of 
the necessary capital, but the company is con- 
fident and work bas been actively resumed. 

About two miles farther in the same direc- 
tion, but on the O’Brien ranch, are two ten- 
inch wells owned by the Acme company. Theee 
wells were formerly the property of the Tuni- 
tas Oil Company,but have since been sub-leased 
tothe present operatore,whose place of business 
is in San Francisco, The greatest depth reached 
is 700 feet, though astrong flow of petroleum 
was struck nearer the surface, which yielded 
about 800 gallons for day. The works are un- 
der the management of Mr. Hoagiand. a man 
of large experiences in the petroleum busi- 
ness. He pronounces the sandstone, which is 
very prevelent in the surrounding hills, to bea 
favorable sign. The oil can be found in many 
places oozing out of the ground and floating on 
the water of the creek; in fact the entire neigh 
borhood savors strongly of coal oll. 

When these wells are in active operation they 
are run night and day; light being furnished 
forthe night work by burning gas from the 
wells. The engines are run exclusively by 
petroleum. Steam can be got up in a few min- 
tes. and without trouble to the engineer a 
uniform weight can be maintained throughout 
the day. Gas from the wells is carried in pipes 
to the residence ot the superintendent, a hun- 
dred yards distant, where it is used for cook- 
ing and lighting purposes. 

Since the Acme Company bave bad posession 
of these wells they have shipped to San Fian- 
cisco not lees than 20,(0) gallons of the crude 
petroleum. The casks are hauled over the 
mountains on teams to Redwood City a dis- 
tance of eighteen miles, and from there shipped 
by water to San Francisco, where the oil is used 
chiefly on the bay steamers. **Those who have 
used it pronounced it superior by 25 per cent, 
to that produced from other parts of the State,” 
says an informant. 

The Purissima Oil Company's wells are loca- 
ted about a mile anda quarter from the town of 
Purissima, on the mountain side. The wells 
are about 800 feet deep and when worked to 
their full capacity yield about 600 gailons daily, 
The wells are in charge of Mr. Suyder, 

I bave been informed that it is the intention 
of the Acme O11 Company to build a refinery at 
Redwood City, and connect it with their wells 
by a pipe line similar to those in use in other 
oil districts. Every enterprise that adds to the 
wealth o- assists in the development of the re- 
sources of the county, should receive the gup- 
port of the citizens, and this is one of the must 
meritorious of any that bas yet been spoken of. 
This would not be local improvement, assisting 
only one part of the county, but would give 
employment to perhaps hundreds of men on 
both sides of the dividing range of mountains 
as well as stimulating land owners in sections 
adjacent to the property where the oil welis 
are situated to develop the natural products of 
the ground, and thus increase the wealth of the 
county. In Redwood City the citizens should 
do everything in their power to secure the lo- 
cation and building of the refinery at this 
place, and thus add another to the inducements 
offered to strangers to make their homes with 
us. The creek makes it possible to secure bet 
terrates of transportation here than at any 
other station along the route of the railroad in 
the county, and this will have largely to do 
With the selection of the site for the oil depot. 
But the good willof the citizens is required as 
well, orsome other town with less advantage 
but greater appreciation of the benefits to be 
derived may be chosen.—San Francisco Herald 
of Trade. 
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Some Queer Things in Petroleum. 


There are queer things cropping up at all 
times, provided the glasses a fellow wears are 
adjusted so as to geta focus on them. “This 
oil business is a queer thing,”’ said a friend the 
other‘ ay. “Itisfull of funny things.” Being 
urged to point out the humorous phases of so 
serious a thing as business, he said: **Why,take 
the market. It is never still. An army of men 
on either side are continually pulling against 
each other, straining every nerve,and tono 
purpose but to keep the thing dodging about, 
always to come back to the same place. 

*“*Now another view. Oil producers are usu- 
ally on the bull side of the market, or were un- 
til late years. They have oil to sell, a few hun- 
dred barrels at most from their wells. Because 
of this they go into the marketand buy thou- 
sands of barrels on margins to bull the market 
price of the few hundred they have to sell each 
month. Of coursethey don’t bull the price, 
but they think they do. They buy on margin, 
get some other fellow to put up the balance of 
the money and carry it for them, and flatter 
themselves that they have lightened the load 
that much. The other fel ow turns round, 
sells out the oil tosomeone else, and where is 
the beneficial effect of the producer’s purvhase? 
Gone, of course, ani the producer paying 
storage to someone for oil that still another is 
carrying. 

“Suppose a case. A large producer goes long 
for a bundle of oil, gets the market against him 
and brings in a wildcat gusher. His friends 
congratulate him on the addition to his income, 

and he fezls a little elated himself until his 
broker wires him for more margins, and he 
suddenly recollects that his loss on the market 
is double the value of his new strike. Of course 
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the average producer sells out on such a well 
when he can, but sometimes he can’t. If he 
happens to have a very large bundle and a 
pretty narrow mergin, Fe cannot sell out with- 
out causing his own ruin. Can you imagine 
anything queerer than this? 

“What would you think of a farmer who pro- 
duced 200 bushels of wheat a year and went 
into the market and bought 10,000 bushels to 
help sustain the price? Who then added his 
own little product to the surpius in the market 
and then sold out bis 10,000 bushels at a loss of 
half the actual value of his own production?” 

Speculators in crude oil “up country,” times 
agone sold oil on the appearance of an angry, 
storm-frowning sky. They did it to save gen- 
eral average assessments. The bull sometimes 
tossed uneasily in bis bed at night,when therig- 
zag flashes of lurid lightning illumined his 
chamber, for a general storm almost always 
meant general average. But the speculator of 
to-day leaps around the polished bull ring on 
which the glare of the lightning play is reflected 
and howls for mure oil, and like little 
Oliver Twist for “more.” He doesn’t seem to 
care a fig forathuoderstorm. Not because he 
is any older than the festive oil man of old, but 
because he does not get such frequent remind- 
ers in the way of pro rata assessments. 

The great iron reservoirs are just as numer- 
ous as ever,and the lightning flashes down 
from the dark clouds just as often as before, 
but the twodon’t come together so often. The 
decrease in general average assessments is no- 
table. Last year there was only one, six years 
ago there were ten. 

Ten years ago an idea got abroad in the oil 
country that it was the iron in the big storage 
tanks tbat attracted the electric fluid, anda 
great many people accepted this conclusion. 
Grave discussions were entered into regarding 
the hazard of storing oil in iron tanks, and in- 
ventive genius struggled with the problem of 
providing some other material for the huge 
reservoirs. 

It may have occurred to a good many that 
tank iron possessed the quality of attracting 
lightning to a greater degree than other iron, 
judging from results, but these wisely held 
their tongues and awaited the promulgation of 
a better explanation—one that would accord 
with known laws and in keeping with the facts’ 

Some good observer, whose name has been 
lost to history, arose about this time and ex- 
plained that hydrogen gas waa a cunductor of 
electricity; that a column of this vapor as- 
cended from the contents of the tanks, and 
that the electric fluid was drawn from its 
cloudiand abode on this invisible wire. This 
explanation was easy and was a revelation: 
though some scouted the idea. The genius 
whose brain evolved this explanation did not 
go out Franklin-like, with a speculative kite 
attached to a thread of hydrogen to demon- 
strate his theorem, and sv it fell into disuse, 

Great truths tlumber and have to be redis- 
covered. The other day the Manufacturers. 
Gas Company shot a thread of hydrogen up 
into the sky minus a kite, and brought down 
the lightning. They failed to provide the 
hempen cord at the bottom, however, and the 
result was disaster. But the demonstration 
was complete. 

The contents of the great iron reservoirs 
scattered abovt the oil fields haye evaporated 
most of the gas in solution, and the columns of 
hydrogen no longer connect the pipe line prop 
erty withthe upper atmosphere. Is it any 
wonder that general average assessments are 
tewer? Butthe great Washington field is be- 
ing provided with seven 35,000 barrel tanks, to 
be filled with fresh and gaseous oil by the 
Southwestern Pennsylvania pipe line. The re- 
sult may be more consumption of surplus 
stocks by nature unless good safeguards are 
provided.—Ezchange. 
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A Pipe Line Walker and Some of His 
Adventures with Wild Animals, 


A Port Jervis correspondent of the Sun 
writes as follows: For a distance of thirty miles 
between Huguenot, this county,and Cocheton, 
Sullivan county, the Standard Oil Company’s 
pipe line and telegraph line run through an 
almost unbroken wilderness. Twice a week 
Cole Smith, an employee of the company,walks 
the entire distance to see that the pipe is 
in good condition, and that no leak in it shall 
be long unknown, and to make any repairs 
that may be necessary to the telegraph wire. 
His duties require him to be burdened on hig 
trips by many tools and implements. The jour- 
ney is a lonely one, as the high barrens are in- 
habited by but few people, and they live long 
distances apart. The wildness and isolation of 
the region make it a favorite retreat for bear, 
catamount, and other wild animals. Sinith 
seldom goes the rounds of his long beat with- 
out meeting with opportunities for adventure 
that would amply satisfy the most reckless and 
daring bunter. Smith is an old hunter and 
woodsman, but his load of articles that may be 
needed in his walk ulong the line obliges him 
to forego the pleasure o¢ carrying his rifle with 
him. Heoalways takes with him a revolver, 
however, which he never fails to use when 
the indulgence does not interfere with hig du- 
ties. It not infrequently happens that,duty or 
no duty, he is compelled to tarry by the way to 
defend himself against the offensive tactics of 
wild animals that resent his invasion, and on 
bis last trip over the line on Friday last one of 
these episodes occurred. 

Smith bad reached the very heart of the bar- 









































rens, and was passing through a piece of sec- 
ond growth timber, where there were dense 
thickets of undergrowth, and the remains of 
an old windfall, when he was suddenly con- 
fronted by an immense bear. As the animal 
showed fight Smith knew it was a sbe bear, and 
that it had a family of cubs somewberein the 
vicinity. When first seen the bear was not 
over fifty feet away, and it at once approached 
the line walker, growling flercely. The situa- 
tion wasa perilous one, for the character of 
the spot made progress through it very didicult 
at best, and there was but little hope of pistol 
billets having much effect on the thick hide of 
a bear which often serves as an invulnerable 
armor even against heavy rifle balle. Smith 
had no alternative but to fight the bear with 
his only weapon. The animal was in deadly 
earnest. When she was within twenty-five feet 
of the line walker he fired his pistol at her. 
The shot struck her in the neck. She turned 
out of her course and entered the brush. Mak- 
ing two or three circles around the linewalker, 
her yells indicating her increased fury, she 
rushed out again upon him. 

Among the articles forming Smith’s working 
outfit is a pair of spurs, or “climbers” used by 
telegraph line repairers in climbing the poles. 
While the enraged bear was making her recon- 
noitering circuit of the brush, Smith hastily 
fastened the spurs to his ankles, intending to 
climb a telegraph pole, there being one within 
a couple of rods of where he was standing. He 
knew that he would then be out of danger of 
close contact with the bear, and could send his 
pistol balls against her as long asshe chose to 
besiege him, or until he might, by good for- 
tune, strike a vuluerable spot in her body and 
kill her. He bad fastened the climbers on just 
as the bear made a rush at him from the brush. 
Believing that he could reach the pole and 
ascend it before the bear could yet there, he 
started on arun forit. The bear pursued, and 
came up with Smith as he grasped the pole, 
Seeing that it was useless to try to climb the 
pole then, the linewalker turned and fired 
twice in quick succession at the bear. One of 
the shots evidently went home, for the shot 
was followed by a terrific roar from the bear, 
and she turned about and shuffled into the 
brush, shaking her head and swaying her great 
body asifin pain. Smith iost no timeinclimb- 
ing the pole, and he had need of all his time. 


The wounded bear, evidently divining his 
purpose, rushed back again. Hersharp claws, 
a- she raised herself on her haunches at the 
pole, grazed Smith’s heels as he drew himself 
out ot her reach, From his safe perch Smith 
fired shot after shot at the bear as she fumed 
and roared at the foot of the pole. One or 
more of these shots plainly took serious effect, 
for ehe presently shambled rapidiy off into the 
thicket. She soon disappeared, but her cries 
could be heard by the line walker for a long 
time as she retreated across the barrens. Al- 
though satisfied that he had inflicted fatal 
wounds upon the bear, Smith was unable to 
follow her up, and, descending from the pole, 
continued on his journey. 

The day after the line walker’s adventure two 
men were fishing in a creek a mile or so from 
where Smith bad his encounter with the bear, 
On the edge of the stream, with her head lying 
half in the water, as if she had been drinking 
when she died, they found the carcass of a big 
the bear. They skinned the carcase, and found 
six bullet holes in the skin. A pistol bullet was 
found buried in the bear’s heart. The same day 
two cubs, about six weeks old, were captured 
in the same vicinity. The dead bear was un- 
questionably the one that had attacked Smith, 
and the cubs were the offspring for which she 
bad met her death, 

On one of his trips over the line last winter 
Smith was passing over the barrens about mid- 
way upon bis beat when he suddenly came out 
upon a family of bears, two old ones and two 
young ones, sporting in a glade only arod or 
two from the pipe line. He made up his mind 
to try what effect a pistol shot or two would 
have on bruin, and had selected one of the small 
bears as his mark, when an enormous bear, as 
black as coal, slouched out of the bu-hes not 
ten feet from where he stood. The bear stopped 
and eyed Smith threateningly. Knowing that 
bis pistol balls would have no more effect on 
the tough, shaggy hide of this monster than 
they would on a plate of iron, he quietly put 
the revolver up and went on his way. The big 
bear shuffled along after him for three bhun- 
dred yards, grow'ipg ominously. Tnen, appar- 
ently satistied that Smith did not intend to 
interfere with any of the bear family, it turned 
and joined the other four bears. The big pear 
was shotand killed by a hunter named Shat- 
tuck an hour after it had made the line walker 
move on about bis business. The bear was the 
largest one ever killed in this State, its weight 
being nearly 550 pounds, nearly twice the aver- 
age weight of a full-grown black bear. 

Smith's trip that day was not to close without 
a notable event. When he had arrived within 
six miles of the Cochecton end of his beata 
young buck sprang up from a bed of sweet 
ferns, fifty feet off to one side of the pipe line. 
It went loping along as if fearing no danger. 
Smith fired one shot from bis revolver at the 
deer. It ran on for a hundred yards and 
dropped to the ground, Smith hurried to the 
spot and found the buck dead, He had shot it 
through the heart. Notwithstanding his load 
of tools and implements, Smith shouldered the 
deer and carried it in triumph to Cochecton. 

On more than one occasion Smith has found 
it necessary to remove some obstructing cata- 
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mount from his path before he could resume 
his duties, and as he finds that his revolver isa 
weapon not altogether adequate to the proper 
performance of this line of his work, he has 
applied to the company for relief from some of 
the tools he now carries so that he can adda 
Winchester rifie to his outfit. Smith finds no 
little work laid out for him in the proper sea- 
son, by the obiquitous rattlesnake, and om one 
trip he killed fifty-four of these musical 
reptiles,

Pig lead at the close appears to be firmer, 
and we hear of nothing in the way 
of common offering on the spot 
under 470c, though it is said that earlier 
in the week 4.65¢ would have brought. Busi- 
ness is very light and we have heard of no im- 
portant transactions. Advices from the West 
are not so encouraging as heretofore. Messrs 
John Wahl & Co., writing trom St. Louis, under 


date of June 5, say: “* As we proceed, our lead 


market, instead ot showing signs of greater 
animation, grows duller dally. Dealings are 
confined only to small retail lots «nd from all 
accounts manufacturers of white lead, sheet 
lead and lead pipe are experiencing a very dull 
season and claim their orders are unusually 


light, with no prospect of immedia'e better- 
ment. During early part of week sellers held 


up prices reasonably well, but later, the almost 
complete absence of orders forced them to seek 
buyers ata lower level.

The white lead market remains quiet and 
nothing of special Interest has transpired since 
our last. An informal meeting of the local 
corroders was held yesterday to talk over the 
situation and prospects of the market. No 
action was taken and no special matter was 


brought to their attention. It was 


stated that the corroders are to hold a 
meeting at Niagara Falls on Thursday next, 
the object of which is purely social relaxation. 
There seems to be a difference of opinion as to 
whether such a gathering is to be held or not, 
but if the corroders are to meet for the purpose 
of having a good time there seems to be no 
good reason why any secrecy should be ob- 
served regarding it. We understand that the 
corroders have no intention of making any 
alterations in rules, rebates or prices should 
they accidentally find themselves registered at 
one of the leading hotels at the falls on Thurs- 
day night. At present, prices and rules are 
closely observed. The association quotations 
remain 7}c net for lead in oil in quantities of 
less than 500 Ibs in wood, and 7c 60 days or 24 
per cent discount for cash in 15 days from date 
of invoice for lote of 500 lbs and over. Lead in 
oil in 25 lb, 12% |b and 1 to 5 Jb cans is quoted at 
an advance of }éc, Ic and ‘}¢c respectively, on 
the keg prices. The rebates remain as hereto- 
fore and are payable atthe end of the year to 
buyers who observe the rules of the associa- 
tion. 

The demand for American oxide of zinc keeps 
up very well and manufacturers have al) 
they can do to fill orders.

Weare also reported sales of 50 tons 
German at $19@21 50, as to quality and quan- 
tity. 

Terra alba has been very dull during the past 
wrek, buyers asa rule not being in need of 
stock. There have been reported sales of 120 
cks prime quality French at 72@s80c per hun- 
dred pounds. English is still neglected, while 
domestic sells toa moderate extent ina job- 
bing way.

WINDOW GLASS. 

No new features have been developed in the 
market for French window glass dnring the 
week under review. This is usually a slow 
month with the trade and consequently im- 
porters are not disappointed with the light bus- 
iness doing. There is a somewhat unsettled 
feeling regarding prices, but the best discounts 
allowed, so far as we have been able to ascer- 
tain, are 75, 10 and 5 per cent,though 75 and 10 
per cent is frequently quoted. 

In American glass there appears to be a very 
good business doing and manufacturers and 
dealers express themselves very well satisfied 
with the condition of trade. A firm 
feeling prevails and as the furnaces will 
soon gO out of blast and stocks are 
not large the manufacturers seem to think 
that théy can afford to be independent. There- 
fore 75 per cent discount is the bottom for 
single and 75and 10 per cent for double A 
contemporary, speaking of stocks, says they 
are not as large as repopted by Mr. Bodine, and 
really consist of small sizes of inferior quality, 
held mainly inthe eastern and northern dis- 
tricts, where, it will be noticed by the produc- 
tion reports given elsewhere in this issue, most 
of the factories shutting down are located. No 
factory inthe western district have closed ex- 
cept for repairs. From now till the end of the 
present month production will likely be de- 
creased by warm weather, and the building 
trade disturbance resulting from the labor 
trouble, the chances are that stock will gradu- 
ally decrease and prices, if changed at all, wiil

thi pane FOR His HapPy LITTLE ONES machines, also a force 
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vented with a view to replace hand labor. To 
obviate band blowing, for instance, a process 
of shaping with press and iron molds was sub- 
stituted. The beneficial results of this inven- 
tion are incalculable. It placed manufacturers 
in a p: sition to make regular and cheap wares, 
while skilled labor became no longer necessary. 
The simplicity of the operation of pressing 
glass was such that in a short time men could 
be trained to perform the work. It does not 
require much knowledge to train mento gather 
glass, drop it into a mold, and cut off a suffi- 
cient quantity, The glass now being in the 
iron mold, a plunger is made to press the plas- 
tic mass, and in solidifying by cooling, the ob- 
jects retain the form of the mold and the 
plunger. A simpler operation can scarcely be 
devised. Next came improvements in combin- 
ing the different pieces of molds, improve- 
ments in presses, and in tools for holding the 
pieces while being fire-polished. 

One of the most important inventions in 
pressing is the cup-shape given to the foot in 
the mold, instead of pressing it flat, asin the 
finished shape. This invention is evidently 
based upon the principle that in flowing sharp 
angles should be avoided, and curves substi- 
tuted. By this means glass is made to flow 
gradually in easy curves and the wrinkling of 
surfaces is avoided. It is a principe which 
should never be forgotten by inyentors—a 
principle of the utmost importance to produce 
smooth, clear and even surfaces. One of the 
defects of pressed glass and which shows its in- 
feriority to cut glass, is the difficulty of pro- 
duciog and maintaining sharp ancles. If we 
succeed in obtaining these angles to our satis- 
faction in the mold, in fire-polishing and re- 
heating we are very apt to losethem. The 
heat taking effect at first upon the thinnest 
Part—the angies—soitens them, and the sharp- 
ness is lust. To obviate this to a certain degree 
the iron molds are sometimes so shaped that 
the angles stand in bolder relief; that is, they 
are lengthened in the molds. If the heat soft- 
ens these acgles they will stand in relief, to 
give marked and distinct outlines. 


To obviate the uneven surface of flat or fluted 
articles the molds have been constructed 80 as 
to make the flutes deeper in the middle, and 
with ang!es slanting toward this point.It will be 
seen that a flute composed of two angles tending 
to the center is not as likely to show defects as 
if of a flat, plain surface. ithough these im- 
provements bave accomplished much towards 
attaining perfection, pressed glass can never 
attain the beauty of cut glass, 

Another defect of pressed ware is the marks 
left on the glass at pointe where the different 
pieces of the mold are joined together How- 
ever skillfully tbe molds may be made, in 
course of time the joints wiil work lvose 
through the expansion and contraction of the 
metal, and the glaze will gradually be pressed 
in the loose spaces of the joints, thereby im- 
printing on the surface of the articles ribs or 
sharp threads, marring the beauty of the work. 
Among the notable improvements made in 
molds and presses the following are some of 
those more particularly worthy of notice: 

To obviate the mold marks molds have been 
made to open at such places and parts o! the 
design that they can scarcely be seen—in gob- 
lets, for instance, the marks are lett on the 
edges of angles; also in combining the mold 60 
as to leave the marks on the edge of the scallop 
made by the top of flutesina goblet or tum- 
bler. 

Molds have been made with different mechan- 
ical devices to operate a plunger below and 
another ahove,in order to form two cavities, 


such as the cup shaped foot of the bowlofa 
goblet. Letters, monograms and ornaments 
have been made by introducing lateral pieces in 
molds containing the proper designs. The-e 
pieces are changeable, and the same shaped ar- 
ticle may be made having ditferent lettering, 
etc. Curved tubes have been made by giving the 
plunger a descending curvilinear instead of a 
vertical motion. 

Pieces which are wider at the top than bot- 
tom cannot be pressed in the usual way, since 
the plunger is always a cone, which must he 
pushed into the mold and withdrawn. These 
pieces are pressed bottom up, and lips, or pro- 
jections sufficient to form the bottom are form- 
edinthe mold. The pieve after being press+d 
is withdrawn from the mold, the bottom is 
heated, and with a tool the lips are brought to- 
gether to close it up. 

Pieces requiring to have designs pressed in 
the side which would prevent them from coming 
out of a mold made in one picce,bave been made 
by having sliding lateral pieces placed in the 
side of the mold. These pieces are moved for- 
ward and withdrawn by suitable means, leav- 
ing the piece free to come out of the mold. Im- 
provements in the same order have also been 
made for molding handles or forming holes in 
handles by means of sliding pieces which are 
pushed through the side ot the mold and with- 
drawn to take the pieces out. 

When articles are so shaped on the outside as 
to present a few protuberances, and it is not 
thought advisable to open the mold, in order to 
avoid mold marks the mo’ds are so combined 
that the protuberances are made by sliding 
lateral pieces, which, when withdrawn, allow 
the object to be taken out of the mold. 


In shaping tools for mouths of bottles, jars, 
etc., several combinations have been perfected 
to produce effects not to be obtained by hand. 

The ordinary neck-shaping tool for making 
bottle-necks is made of a central pivoted piece 
to form the inside of the neck, and two sta- 
tlonary pieces to form the outside. Sometimes 
the necks of certain jars reyuire to have a 
screw shape molded in the inside. To accom- 
plish this the central piece of the shaping tool 
is made screw-lise,and the two outside rub- 
bing pieces of the desired shape, according to 
the style of jar. It is sometimes desired to 
form cavities or projections in or on the necks 
of jars; this is usually done by having laterally 
moving pieces attached to the inside or the 
outside jaws, as the case may be; these sliding 
pieces are operated when the too! is at rest 
after shaping the neck. In the same order 
of too!s may be classed the forme: for making 
the pouring lips on the neck of cruets. These 
tools have suitably shaped jaws, which are 
pressed against the neck to give it the proper 
slant. Itie also desirable sometimes to make 
holes in the side of a jarora jar cover. This 
is done by having metallic pegs placed on the 
outside jaws, which are pushed in through the 
metal to pierce it. The middle piece fitting 
the inside of the bottle neck in some of the 
forming tools is s0 made that at the t:me of ep- 
tering it ig very narrow, but is gradually 
widened by forcing apart the two sections of 
which it is made. 

Handles have been pressed in separate molds, 
and the body of the object subsequently blown 
upon them in another mold, the operation ce- 
menting the two together while the metal is 
hot. Small hand lamps have been blown in or- 
dinary iron molds, and the handle formed by 
allowing hot plastic glass to descend in a chan- 
nel at the side of the mold until the two ends 
meet the bow! of the lamp and become cement- 
ed to it while hot. 
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Round glass balls used for casters, etc., are 
made by using molds containing several sec- 
tions, which leave only a small connection of 
glass between each ball. A rod of bot glass is 
prepared, then rolled lengthwise over the dif- 
ferent sections of the mold; the glass is gradu- 
ally shaped into several balis, si‘¢htly attached 
together by thin connections; these are easily 
severed, and the balis ure then perfectly round. 


Molds have been made with movable bottoms 
to allow the surplus glass, when in excess, to 
force the latter down, thereby increasing the 
thickness of the bottom piece. In order to 
equalize the distribution of heat in iron molds 
they have been so made that by varying the 
thickness cf the different parts the cooling and 
heating bi come ¢ qualized. 


Articles wider at the bottom than at the top 
on the outside may be pressed by introducing 
bet ween‘the outer shell of the mold and the plun- 
ger a cylinder tapering wider from top to bot- 
tom. The inside of the article must, of course, 
be made tapering downwards towards the cen- 
ter, so that the plunger may be withdrawn. It 
will be understood that the plvnger having 
been withdrawn, the article being wider at the 
bottom than at the top, it cannot yet be taken 
out of the mold. To do so the intermediate 
cylinder is withdrawn and the article is now 
left perfectly free to come out. 


It is sometimes desirable to make certain ar- 
ticles with openings, such as on the topofa 
lamp head. to leave an opening for filling the 
lamp. These holes, or openings, are produced 
as follows: After the lamp head has been 
properly shaped, a small quantity of hot glass 
is dropped upon the lamp top, which has been 
previously re-heated. Thelump and the top 
of the lamp being now sufficiently plastic, a 
too! somewhat in the style of those for forming 
bottle necks is used. This tool consists of en 
annular piece, which is brought over the bot 
lump of glass and shapes the outside 
While thie annular piece is in contact 
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a central pin is pushed forward and 
pierces the glase, thus producing the opening. 
8 \ould it be wanted to cement a cap over the 
opening, the shaping tool is provided with two 
levers having ends’ properly shaped for the 
purpose. These ends are pressed on the out- 
side of the tube and form recesses. 

Many articles, after being molded, pressed. 
or blown, require to be held by the foot for 
fire-polishing, or giving them the final shape. 
It has been customary heretofore to fix the 
foot toa piece of hot glass on the end of an 
iron rod, and the finishing is then puton. To 
detach the pieces it is necessary to part the two 
by giving a sharp blow ontheironrod. The 
foot frequently retains pieces of broken glass, 
which must be removed by grinding. To avoid 
this sprivg “snaps” are used, These consist of 
a couple of jaws mounted on springs, so that 
they can open and shut. These jaws are 
fastened at the end of an iron rod, like a blow- 
pipe. 

If a goblet is to be finished the operation is as 
follows: The jaws are made to open, and by 
the action of the springs they immediately close 
upon the foot and hold the : oblet ready to be 
finished. Sometimes these jaws are so arranged 
that they can be set forward and back and fas- 
tened by screws. This admits. of holding a 
variety of different sizes. 

When pressing glass continuuusly for a long 
time the molds often get heated too high, ind 
in this state glass is very apt to stick to them. 
This inconvenience is now done away with by 
a system of blowing air in the molds. By 
means of a revolving tan, or other device, and 
tin pipes around the furnace,a continuous 
stream of air is furnished. India rubber pipes 
are attached to the tin pipes at suitable places. 
By means of these pipes, after each pressing, or 
as often as necessary, a stream of air is sent in- 
side the mold, thereby cooling it. The air eir- 
culating in the pipes may also be used for 
ventilation and cooling the glasshouse.—Pot- 
tery Gazette.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 
asta ; 
TUESDAY EVENING, June 8, 1886. 


The production of the oil fields is again ex- 
ceeding the consumption, For nearly two 
years the boot has been on the other foot. 
Stocks which in October. 1881, aggregated near- 
ly 40,000,000 bbis,were in the course of a year re- 
duced fully 6,000,000 bbls. After the Thorn 
Creek gushers collapsed in 1885 the drain on 
stocks became so great that hundreds of big 
iron storage tanks were emptied. Then, un- 
questionably, the apparent consumption was 
greater than the production. 

‘This state of affairs was not to continue for 
long: ‘The restless spititof the oil prospector 
yedfned for other fields to conquer: Washing- 
ton county with its enormous gas wells was 
looked upon asa future oil field. Wells drilled 
for gas struck oil veins and the future of Wash- 
ington as an oil centre was at once assured. At 
first the wells were small. The sand was below 
the ordinary level and, strangest of all, notwo 
wells secured their oil from the same 
gand. This was against the field. But the oil 
map was not easily discouraged, He went 
sturdily to work and after months of patient 
work placed Washington at the tront of the 
new producing pools. 

Some of the wells struck were phenomenal. 
The latest and greatest of the gushers devel- 
oped is the Cameron No. 1, which for several 
days has averaged 2,300 bbls a day. The next 
best, the Barre No. J has been putting 1,000 bbis 
daily into tank. Other wells are averaging 
from 460 to 800 bbls every twenty-four hours 
and the daily output of the field is about 7,000 
bbis. Washington has come to stay and threat- 
ens to prove one of the greatest pools ever 
opened. 

Kane has almost been lost sight of. The fleld 
has been pretty closely defined on all sides and, 
it is given out that the production now at high 
water mark, will soon weaken and fall off to 
insignificant proportions. In Bradford, 
Allegany, the Middle district and the 
Lower Country, operations are practically at 
a stand still. The heavy enduring black sands 
which underlie Beadford, still produce fully 
one-half of the entire output of tue oil flelds 
of Pennsylvania and New York. Their staying 
power is simply wonderful. Bradford is, and 
for years will continue to be the giant of the 
oil country, 

Ohio has come to the front of late with sev- 
eral good wells. Her 83 producers are credited 
with an average daily output of 1,200 bbis. 
There are 61 wells drilling. The Ohio oil is 
only worth 40 cents a barrel. Later on it may 
be worth more. 

Itisonly within afew weeks that the runs 
have exceeded the shipments. Now that they 
are on top, they will stay there for some time 
tocome, Since October last the market bas 
not been itself. It has had its upward turns, 
but they have been few and far between. The 
bears have practically controlled the situation, 
and are in possesion now. Petroleum at 
prevailing prices is regarded by conservative 
traders as a first-classinvestment. It is hardly 
probable that values will fall to 60c, althuugh 
such a contingency is liable to befall the mar- 
«et at any time. 

The trouble is that values wil! drop into a 
rut and remain there for weeks, possibly 
months. Then the carrying rates which are 
pretty high are apt to eat a big hole into the in- 
come of the borrowers of the stuff. 

The National Transit and the Tidewater pipe- 
line companys report a daily average of runs of 
62,277 barrels and a daily average of deliveries 
of 66,701 barrels, an excess of runs of 1,516 bar- 
relaaday during May. When the figures of 
the new field and the Macksburg pipe line are 
added, it will probably swell the daily average 
production to over 70,000 barrels. A very 
moderate estimate puts the ivucrease in net 
stocks at 100,000 barrels. A comparison of the 
incomplete returns for last month however, 
with former full reports, will be found of inter- 
est. ‘The runs for the first five months of 1886 
were over 800,000 barrels in excess of the corres- 
ponding period of 1885, but 600,000 under 1884. The 
deliveries this year have aggregated nearly 600,- 
000 barrels in excees of the same period of 1885, 
and are nearly 3,000,000 ahead of 1884. The ex- 
cess of deliveries from January to June, 1886, 
was 839,506 barrels against a similar exvvss for 
the same time in 1885 of 1,120,199 barrels, and an 
excess of runs iu 1884 of 2,706,168 barrels. Ap.

Foretelling the Future of the Pe- 


troleum Market. 


The Derrick astronomer says: “I find on con- 
sulting an astromical ephemeris that the planet 
Mercury is during the first part of June strong- 
ly placed in its own dignity; hence we shall 
find all speculative markets very mercurial and 
values will change rapidly. The first teu days 
of the month I expect oil will be much firmer; 
about the 8th and llth contradictory rumors 
will vex operators, and on the last-named day 
asudden break may be looked for and fol- 
lowed by a least a partial recovery on the 12th, 
but, wherever the market is on the 14th, it will 
be well to sell short and stay short until the 
i7th or 18th, as during that time the moou 
meets with the opposition of the sun, Saturn 
and Mercury again pass out of its exaltation, 
making a decline an absolute certainty. From 
the 18th to the 26th the market is still a sale on 
apy rally. From the 28th to the 3d of July the 
market will be firmer and probably advance. 
To recapitulate, I would advise strongly to 
operate the bull side from the Ist to the 11th, 
and the bear side from that date to the 26th 
In conclusion, as some of your readers may be 
interested in Western Union stock, they may 
expect it to act very much in unison with oil 
this month ”

Trade in Refined at Pittsburg. 


Business at the various oil refineries of this 
vicinity is unusually brisk for this season of 
the year. The run at the Independent refinery 
is about 2,000 barrels, nearly all of which is for 
the home market. The Standard refineries are 
doing less now than fir a number of years. 
Heretofore the luwest shipping average from 
the No. 1 works has been 1,000 barrels per day, 
but within the last two weeks not over 3,000 
barrels have been shipped. Five of the six 
stills are idle. 


Among the latest important shipments of re- 
fined oil was that sent to Jeffersonville, !nd.,to 
be used in the Government light-houses all 
over the country. Some /arge shipments bave 
also been made to South America, California, 
Montana and Mexico. 


The prospects are that the large cooper shops 
at Standard No. 1 works will be shut down. 
There are over 20,000 barrels in stock and the 
number of staves has not teen replenished, 
and only 1,000,000 are on hand at present. The 
daily nu «ber used ranges from 20,000 to 25,900, 
hence it is plain that a speedy shut down is 
contemplated.—Pittsburg Com. Gaz.

Russian Petroleum Production. 


In the last issue of the British Trade Journal 
there appears an interesting communication 
from a Moscow merchant upon the above sub- 
ject. After reviewing the early developments 
ofthe trade and its various drawbacks, the 
writer points out that its importance is now so 
well established that the Standard Oil Company 
send a representative to Baku every year in 
order that they may kuow positively what 
competition they may expect to meet. It ap- 
pears that when the government gave up the 
working of the wells, giving them up to pri- 
vate individuals for twenty-four years, the in- 
dustry first assumed important dimensions. 
The arrangements have proved very satistac- 
tory to the government in a financial sense, in- 
asmuch ag under the old system they only re- 
ceived 50,000 roubles annually, whereas the 
purchase money, 3,000,000 roubles, is equal to 
125,000 roubles a year, besides interest on the 
sum, which is 25,000 roublesa year. Speaking 
of the industry as it stands to day, the writer 
states that new kerosene works are starting up 
every day, and that the returns from the ex 
cise department show that while in 1877 there 
were only 4,500,000 poods produced, now the 
production reaches 100,000,000 poods per an- 
num, 


The large and increased production has cre- 
ated acrisis,and a foreign market is desired 
forthe produet,as money is lost at present 
prices to the home trader. The cost of produc- 
tion is given as follows: 


**To build a factory which could refine i00,000 
poods of napbtha a year costs about 20,000 
roubles, the administration, 4,500 roubles; the 
value of naphtha and chemical reagents on a 
pood, 15 copecks: expenses of reparation and 
liquidation, 5,000 roubles. According to these 
calculations a pood of kerosene costs the mill 
owners 24 copecks at Baku. The pouring in 





the tanks of the railway wagons, safe keeping 
and delivery at Zaryzin,18 copecks a pood, 
The manufacturer, therefore, finds that 97 
poods cost him 42 roubles and 50 copecks at 
Zaryzin, whileat the present day the selling 
price of 97 poods at Zaryzin is 41 roubles and 65 
copecks. Thus the manufacturer kas to lose 
85 copecks on 47 poods, or little less than 1 co- 
peck per pood. Under these circumstances 
there can be no wonder that many high class 
firms connected with the naphtha trade have 
failed.” 

The trade being in this condition new mar- 
kets are necessary,and the writer }ooks to Eng- 
Jand as the most available place to dispose of 
the Russian production. ‘Transportation bas 
always been a very considerable bar to the 
spread of the trade, but the writer considers 
that this difficulty has been overcome by im- 
provementsin methods of transportation of 
petroleum iu bulk by steamers.

A Very Natural Gasser. 


“Never sawa natural gas well?” inquired a 
talkative passenger, asthe train sped along in 
the darkness and through the oil country; 
“you never saw a gas well? You ought to see 
one, especially oné on fire. Beats all the fire- 
works ever got up. Something funny about 
these gaswells,too. All of a sudden they’ll 
start up in a flame, flare two or three times 
way upto the sky and then stop as quick as 
they started. That is the effect of spontaneous 
comtustion. Guess I know more about the 
natural gas well business than any man in the 
country. I’ve studied ’em, sir, for many 
months and have ’em down fine. Let me see, 
it’s now 9:38 o’clock. At 9:40 a spouteris due 
over in the valley there, and if you'll keep your 
eye peeled in that direction, mebbe you'll see 
iton fire.” 


At once allthe passengers seated themselves 
on the side of the car next to the valley, and 
looked intently for the promised display. The 
gas wellexpert sat down across the aisle, tuok 
out bis pipe and filled it, as be remarked: 

“T study these gas wells as astronomers study 
the heavenly bodies, and I can tell toa minute 
when they’re going to burst. Look out now— 
she’s a-conming!" 

And sure enough, way down in the valley 
seemingly two or three miles away, there was 
a burst of flame, quickly followed by two or 
three more, and then all was darkness again. 

“Wonderful, wonderful!’ exclaimed one of 
the astonished passengers; “the grandest sight 
I ever saw,” echoed another; ‘‘marvelous, 
simply marvelous,” chimed in a third, 

“Oh, that’s nothing,” said the expert, “wai 
till you see one of these wells that take fire and 
flare outin two orthree directions, as if the 
flames wanted to lick a clean spot off the face 
of the earth. They’re worth looking at, I tell 
you. Lemme see, where’s my note book? Oh 
here it is. Only 10 o’clock—say, friends, if 
you'll wait eleven minutes you'll see a hori- 
zontal flarer a littie further up the road. She’s 
due at 10:16 o'clock. I figured her all out 
today.” 

Of course the passengers were willing to 
wait, and they began to look down into tke 
dark valley, anxious to see the great flarer. 
Soon a word of warning from across the aisle 
caused every eye to open wide with expecta- 
tion, and expressions of amazement came from 
a dozen lipsas two dozen eyes beheld a shot of 
flame which sprang up out of the darkness, 
darted this way and thatthree or four times, 
and then disappeared with a blink. 

“Didn’t I teil youl had it down fine?” ex- 
claimed the man with the pipe. ‘They can’t 
avy of ’em get away with me on the gas well 
business. I’ve stuaied ‘em through and 
through. But say, friends, I get off at the next 
station. I’m a poor man, and my family at 
home is hungry. Can’t you do something for 
me?" 

The hat was passed around and filled full of 
quarters, balf dollars, cigars and whiskey bot- 
tles more or less empty, and the whole poured 
into the lap of the grateful expert. 

“Thanks, gentlemen, thanks,”’ said he; “just 
tell your foiks at home that you've seen the 
great horizontal flarer up in the oil regions, 
and that Bill Cooper, the great astronomer and 
geologist of the gas-well country, showed it to 
you. Good night.” 

After his departure the passengers began 
telliug of the great mystery they had seen, and 
to wonder how Bill Cooper could so correctly 
calculate the appearance of the flames of fire. 

“I’'llshow how it’s dope,” said a drummer 
who had been seated in the rear partof the car, 
and who had not as yet taken any interest in 
the proceedings. “L'il show you how this trick 
is dove. Has auybody got a match?” 

A match war produced. The drummer seated 
himself on the opposite side of the car, took 
out a pocket m rror, beld it up against a win- 
dow, and told the passengers to look out i1.to 
the valley if they wanted to see another flarer. 
The match was struck and held before the 
mirror, and lo and behold, there was another 
flaming gas well in view of the Cteholders 

“To make a horizontal flarer,”’ said the drv m- 
mer, striking another match, “all I have to do 
is to blow gently on the flame of the match,and 
there you have it. 1 travel over this road every 
week, and have seen Bill Cuoper before. No 
there’s no use asking the conauctor to back the 
train up to the last station. He won't do it,and 
if he did you wouldn’t catch Bill. He’s down 

inthe valley by this time fishing for more 
suckers.”’

Very few people bave any idea of the very 
great extentto which the consumption of cot- 
tonseed oil has reached within a few years past. 
The fact is only caught a glimpse of at inter- 
vals, when it is found to tell forcibly upon the 
value of some other article which formerly 
was regarded as i..dispensable to certain uses 
or processes. Ooly four years ago next month 
it knocked the lard warket “higher than Gilde- 
roy’s kite,” and destroyed so much of tbe de- 
mand for jard as to make that product of the 
hog sell at scarcely thres quarters as much as 
before. That biow has not since been recov- 
ered from, and probably never will be, in spite 
of the fact that large quantities are now used 
inthe manufacture of artificial butter. Now 
it is tallow that is depressed. Two jotsof half 
a million pounds each, of prime quality, have 
been sold in this market within the last few 
days at 334c per pound, which is not more than 
about 60 per cent of the average price of many 
years past, reckon2d on a spece basis. This 
reduction iv price will appear all the more re- 
‘markable when it is remembered that the man- 
ufacture of but erine and oleomargarine con 
gumes many tons of tallow each year over and 
above that which used to be wanted. It may 
be thought that the decadence of the tallow 
market is principally due to the substitution 
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European buyers as a stearine gréase at figures 
which are equivalent to about 244c per pound 
in New York. It is claimed for this grease that 
it has a melting point ot not lesstban 92 degrees 
Fabrenheit, which is a temperature scarcely 
ever experienced in the British I-les,and pro- 
bably neverinthe manufacturing districts in 
the northern half of the country. Itis alleged 
to be of peculiar valuein mixing with English 
grease for cleaning purposes. But it can also 
be readily divided by the aid of hydraulic cold 
pressure into 60 per cent of oleine and 40 per 
cent of stearine. The latter is warranted not 
to melt at less than 124 degrees, and is claimed 
to have illuminating properties which render it 
peculiarly valuable in the making of candles, 
while the oleine is used in the manufacture of 
oil soap and for “batching” in the woolen 
miils. Accepting these statements as true— 
aud there is no good reason to doubt them—we 
bave a sufficient explanation for the “disfavor” 
into which tallow bas fallen in the English 
markets, and which has led tosuchb a depression 
in the price in this country as tbat noted above. 
It is understood that nearly all the soap manu- 
factured in this country is made from cotton- 
seed oil, which saponifies readily without such 
conversion as that referred to in the foreign 
papers.

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Some Remarks on the Quinine Market. 


To show how outsiders view the quinine sit- 
uation, we publish the fo lowing editorial from 
the current issue of Bradstreeta: 

“Quinine, the alkaloid of cinchona that is 
most largely usedin medicine, is now lower in 
price than it has ever before been in the his- 
tory of its manufacture. When Congress re- 
moved the import duty on the various galts of 
quinine in July, 1879, the price of sulphate of 
quinine of American manufacture was $3.35 
per ounce io bulk, but since that date the price, 
with the exception of a few slight fluctuations, 
has steadily tended downward, until at the 
present time the American drug is quoted at 68 
cents per ounce in bulk, while the foreign arti- 
cle ig quoted at about four cents per ounce 

less. 

“The question naturally arises as to whet 
extent did the removal of the duty x»ffect the 
price of the drug. Immediately after the re- 
moval of the duty there was a decided fall in 
the price, occasioned by large quantities of 
foreign sulphate of quinine being sent to this 
country, but it was not long before prices ad- 
vanced, not to the same pcint, however, as pre- 
vailed at the time of the removal of the duty. 
The cheapness of the salts of quinine is almost 
entirely due to the low price at which the cin- 
chona bark, from which they are obtained, is 
now being sold, and the bark is cheap because 
it isin plentiful supply. For many years quin- 
ine manufacturers in this country and abroad 
relied principally upon Souch America for the 
supply of cinchona bark, and, as the amount 
furnished was insuffic ent, the price was high; 
but during recent years the efforts made by the 
English and Dutch governments more than 
twenty years ago to grow the cinchona tree in 
other places have begun to bring forth good 
results, so that the bark, instead of coming 

almost exclusively from South America, is now 
supplied from the East Indies. Ceylon, Java, 
etc. The first shipments from Ceylon, which is 
now one of the largest growers of the cinchona 
tree, were made in 1869, and dii not exceed a 
few pouns, but now the exports of bark from 
this island annually amount to over 15,000,000 
pounds. 

“With the cheapness of sulphate of quinine 
there followed an increase in the consumption, 
for the world’s production is now greater than 
ever before. Not only is this increased output 
shown by foreign manufacturers, but Ameri- 
can producers have largely increased their pro- 
duction of sulphate of quinine during the past 
few years. The American industry is carried 
on by a few large manufacturers in New York 
and Philadelphia. We are unable to show the 
increase in production in this cvuntry, as it is 
impossible to ubtain the statistics from the 
maoufacturers of their output; but, as ail the 
bark used in this country is imported, an ex- 
amination of the custom returns will give the 
imports of bark, which will fairly show the in- 
crease that has tuken place inthe production of 
sulphate of quinine. The imports of cinchona 
bark in the tiseal years ended June 3), 1884, 1835 
aod [8 6 were as follows: For 1876 the statistics 
for nine months of the year only were at hand, 
80 that a cureful estimate for the balance of the 
year has been made and added to the imports 
for the nine months.

“It will be seen that the increase in the im- 
ports since 1884 has been nearly 60 per cent. 
While the imports increased the average im- 
port value per pound decreased, being 28 cents 
in 1881, a little over 26 cents in 1885, and only 21 
cents in 1836. 

“Although American mannfacturers are pro- 
ducing large quantities of quinine a eonsider- 
able amount of the foreign drug is being im- 
ported, but the quantity is now much legs than 
it has been. Ia the nine months ended March 
81 last, the imports into this country of the 
salts of quinine amounted to 1,469,901 ounces, 
valued at $759,669, against 1,716,897 ounces, 
valued at $1,405,957, imported in the corres- 
pondiog period of last year. The American 
sulphate of quinine, although somewhat bigher 
in price then the foreign article, is preferred 
by most consumers because of its known pur- 
ity. Foreign quinine is brought here in bulk, 
and in some cases is adulterated, but if the 
consumer takes proper precautions in pur- 
chasing, the quiuine he obtains is considered 
in every respect equsl to the American pro- 


duct.”

Druggists in Council. 


The opening session of the fifth annual meet- 
ing of the Massachusetts State Pharmacetical 
Association was held at the Revere House last 
week, nearly 160 members teing present. His 
hoor Mayor O’Brien made a brief but happy ad- 
dress of welcome to the members, which was 
replied toin the same vein by Vice Presidert 
C. H. Price. The latter gentleman had strong 
hopes that the time was coming when the 
whole association would be lifted toa bigher 
plane than that which it now occupies. He 
thought all the members were. proud of their 
profession but like Paul they had a thorn in 
the fiesh which troubled hem sorely. They 
were obliged each year to go before the com- 
missioners to receive a piece of paper which 
they had to stick upin their shops to enable 
them to seil liquor, thus putting them upon a 
par with retail rum sellers. In closing his re- 
marks Mr, Price sa!d he trusted the association 





stances, and if a house is burned down it will

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would go from strength to strength and honor

Mayor O'Brien made a humorous request of 
the association at the close of Mr. Price’s

life and had taken but few prescriptions; but if 
they would give him a prescription to cure 


some of the evils of municipal administration 
he would most cheerfully swallow it. 

President F. M. Peaseof Lee then delivered 
his annual address. He said the membership 
of the association now numbered over 500, but 
he trusted that before the present meeting 
should adjourn the roll call would be swelled 
to over 600. Hesuggested that in the future 
the association entertain itseif at its annual 
meetings instead of allowing the local mem- 
bers of the association to assume the burden. 
Mr. Pease then touched upon the pharmacy 
law passed in Janvary last. It was, in his opin- 
ion, a great step in advance for the pharma- 
cists, but it was not a perfect law by any 
means, and should be amended from time to 
time as necessity suggests. Theaction of “pi- 
rates’’ was emphatically denounced. The bet- 
ter education of drug clerks and the duty 
owed them bythe association was discussed. 
Attention was called to the possibility of less- 
ening the daily hours of business, and the con- 
viction expressed that the time is near at band 
when the pharmacists of the country will con- 
sider 15 to 17 hours as a day’s work too much. 

The trade committee presented several sug- 
gestions, which were considered, and it was 
voted thata committee from each county be 
appointed to consider the question whether it 
be advisable to ask the legislature for a uni 
form license for pharmacists throughout the 
State. E. H. Doolittle of Boston, Professor 
Markoe, Mr. Emerson of Haverhill, Mr. E. C. 
Morse, Mr. W. A. Chapin, Mr. J. C. Brooks, Mr. 
J. M. Ames, Mr. T. M. Oxley, Mr. W. W. Hill 
and others participated in the general discus- 
sion which followed. From the remarks made 
it was gathered that it was the general feeling 
among Massachusetts drugwists that there 
must be a separation between rum-selling and 
pharmacy; that the association should take 
and maintain advanced ground in the matter, 
and that druggists should se.),\iquor fur medici- 
nal purposes only. It was voted that it was 
advisable for the association to ask the legisla- 
ture for a unitorm license for pharmacists 
throughout the State; also to refer the whole 
matter to the county committee above referred 
to It was suggested by the secretary that an em- 
ployment bureau be formed; the association 
thougbt it bad no objection if the secretary 
were willing to perform the additional labor 
which it wouid entail. 

The second topic for discussion was then 
taken up. It was, There are 1,000 druggists in 
Massachusetts. Would it be possible to estab- 
lish a fire or life (or both) association on the 
mutual benefit plan? If so, suggest a plan of 
operation.” It was the sense of the association 
that such action was feasible, and it was voted 
that 4 committee of five be appointed by the 
chair to take into consideration the entire 
subject. The chair appointed Messrs. Erastus 
H. Doolittle, Samuel A. D, Shepard,J. H. Hart, 
W. W. Hilland C. H. Price, 

Topic three was as follows: “The sale of 
opium and kindred medicines is at present con- 
trolled by moral law only. Is it not our duty, 
in view of the great abuses in their use, to urge 


stringent legislation retricting. as far as pos- 
sible, their sale?” The association voted in the 
negative. 

It was voted that it was desirable to have a 
more stringent law in Massachusetts to regu- 
iate the sale of poisons and the matter was re- 
ferred to the committe > on legislation. 

It was the scpse of the meeting that a strictly 
prescription business is the most desirable for 
the pharmacist. Tne next four topics were 
debated briefly,and passed over without action.

The Alcohol Pool on a New Basis. 


The new agreement entered into by the dis- 
tillers who are enrolled in the Western Export 
Association, goes into effect next Thursday. 
The business of the association will be con- 
trolled by a board of managers, of which H. B. 
Miller, president, and E. G. Rush, vice-presi- 
dent, are ex-officio members. The other 
members are as follows: J. D. Greenhut, 
Adolph Woolner, P. J. Hennessey, Thomas T. 
Gaff, Tbomas Lynch, W. N. Hobert. A. Revis, 
C. Fairbanks and P. E. Iler. Thenew arrange- 
ment isto go iato effect by June 10. It was 
decided to reduce the total capacity of the 
distilleries from 110,000 bushels per day to 85,000 
bushels, and allow the production of 36 per 
cent upon this capacity. This wi:) allow a daily 
product of 150,000 gallons of spirits. This 
capacity is to be apportioned among the houses 
that are now running by the board of man- 
agers, who are also to fix the amount of the 
asscasments to be levied against each running 
house to pay the closed houses. The running 
houses are to be organized into a stock com- 
pany, which will guarantee the payment of 
assessments against these houses for a period of 
three months atatime. By this arrangement 
the closed houses are assured that the assess- 
ments for a given period will be paid whether 
the pool breaks up or not. Heretofore they 
have had no remedy against the runping houses 
when the pool disbanded, and this led to endless 
dissatisfuction. No new houses will be ad- 
mitted to the association under apy circum-

While the jobbing demand in all lines of 
drugs continues fair there is no particular dis- 
position shown by consumers to buy more 
than actual present wants dictate. The fre- 
quency with which orders are duplicated by 
this hand-to-mouth policy gives to the market 
an air of activity which it has lacked for some 
time, On the whole the volume of business is 
not much below that of previous corresponding 
seasons and in come instances is quite equal in 
bulk. Few changes in prices have occurred 
during the week. A further advance in the 
price of gum arabic ‘s noted and quicksilver is 
higher. There is a little better feeling in the 
shellac market, but it has not resulted in an 
increase in spot values. The condition of the 
oil of peppermint market is commented upon 
in our editorial columns, and the apparent 
weakness in one of the leading brands ex- 
plained. The speculative movement in cod- 
liver oil on the other side is also given at- 
tention in an editorial article this week. 
The opium market is dull and depressed and 
quinine is without animation, outside holders 
showing a disposition to get out as near the 
top as possible; still there has been no actual 
break in prices, All the mercurial preparations 
have advanced in sympathy with the rise in 
quicksilver.

Shipments up to August of 9 per cent are of- 
fered in a large way very freely at $1 75 in bond 
here without tempting buyers, who apparently 
are disgusted with the turn the market has 
taken of late, and for the moment are limiting 
their purchases to current wants, There are, 
as usual, allsorts of estimates as regards the 
new crop and the visible supply for the next 
year, but so far nothing definite can be pre- 
dicted.

The past week has been one of extreme dull- 
ness, as the usual demand of the country, 
which manifests itself with the opening of the 
month, having been satisfied, very little busi- 
ness of any importance is reported in a con- 
sumptive channel. The bulk of the trade 
passing during the past few days has been the 
closing out of the stocks held by several out- 
side speculators who have become disgusted 
with the market and are willing to retire and 
let some other new “Richmond” enter the 
field: Thus several thousand ounces of prime 
brands of German in bulk have been placed at 
52%4@‘3c, as to holder and brand, while 
others continue to quote 44@55c. There is very 
little demand for future shipments as buyers 
views are so much below those that would be 
entertaimed by the agents of the various for- 
eign makes that very Jittle anxiety is shown on 
their part to seek new business pending the 
dull and unsettled condition of the market, and 
with few exceptions they adhear to their general 
quotations. The agent for B & S as yet his 
made no change im his late circular quvta- 
tions, which range from €0@67c, as to style of 
packing, while other agents are supplying 
their regular trade in a small way at 
current prices rather than lose their 
orders, but generally trying to maintain 
a higher range of prices than is named by out- 
side holders, who are desirous of closing out 
their stocks before the usual July stock taking 
preparatory tothe balancing of the books for 
the past six months.

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month, making the total imports for tke first 
four months of the year 45,500 cwt; the exports 
in April were the same as in March, viz 9929 
cwt, but they show alarge increase over those 
of last April, the smallest for the whole year; 
for the four months they reach 36,500 cwt,a 
satisfactory increase (of 20 per cent) over last 
year’s figures. Under these adverse circum- 
stances. and with continued weakness in qui- 
nine, the market has remained in a very quiet 
condition, and, except about 250 bales Ceylon 
branch, &c., out of the last sales 
and and 100 bales Cuprea, hardly any business 
has been done privately. The usual fortnightly 
sales took place on Tuesday last, when the 
heavy supply of 830 bales South American, 2,750 
bales Ceylon, 700 packages Wynaad, Madras, 
&c., and 50 cases Java. This was far in advance 
of requirements, and resulted in the unusual 
circumstance of nearly one-half being with- 
drawn. Inthe main, holders of Ceylon freely 
submitted their goods,and in the presence of 
enormous supplies, both present and prospect- 
ive, buyers were enabled to satisfy their wants 
ina manner exceedingly favorable to them- 
selves. As might have been expected, great 
irregularity prevailed in the biddings, which 
were for the most part as much asld to 2d 
per lb below the previous sales, which 
decline was only accepted for about 1,700 bales 
out of the 2,750 packages (of a weignt of 
784,000 Ibs) offered. The unit value now stands 
at the unprecedented low point of 354@414d, 
compared with 444@5d at the last sale, and with 
4d@444d at this time (of depression) last year 
Concurrently with this increase in supply,there 
was a distinct improvement in quality, branch 
and weak being in smaller and renewed in 
larger amount. Branch sold at 14@4d for red, 
and 2@3i4d for crown. A good part consisted 
of branchy chips, which realised 3@6}¢d for 
both red and crown. Quill was scarce; re- 
newed was well represented, and fine red sold 
up to Is 6d, and ditto crown 2s 4d, but these 
prices were quite exceptional.”” Domestic mak- 
ers report a quiet market although a fair 
jobbing trade has been experienced during the 
week with quotations ranging from 65@63c for 
bulk and 62@70c in vials as to brandand quan- 
tity. 

Cinchonidia is very dull; from outside hold- 
ers there have beon free offerings of bulk at 7c, 
atjwhich sales of 2,500 ozs are reported.An offer 
of 5}¢c was bid for a lot of 20,000 ozs,but as the 
limit was ic it has been withdrawn for the 
present. From agents’ hands B & 8 is quoted 
at 10@17c as to quantity and style of packing.

Acid citric, notwithstanding the continued 
reports of higher prices abroad for the Ene- 
lish, home manufacturers still quote at 65@6é6c, 
though outside holders are asking 67@68c. The 
demand experienced at the moment is very 
good and considerable acid bas been sold of 
lates From London under late date we are in 
receipt of the following statament of the situa- 
tion there: “Acid citric is improving rather 
slowly, the quotation to-day being 23 254d spot, 
or 2s 3344 for forward delivory, but all signs 
arein favor of a further considerable rise- 
The present position of the article may be 
summed upin a few words. The citric mate- 
rial is held by three or four firms of capital in 
Sicily, who are working for a rise, and thought 


to be masters of the situation, as 
no more concentrated juice will be 
made this season, it being princi- 


paliy derived from the lemons ripening in Oc- 
tober and November. Lemons are pow scarce 
and dear, and it would not pay to employ them 
for citric material. The present price of eitric 
is equivalent to a quotation of, say £27@28 per 
pipe for concentrated juice; but the Sicilian 
owners quote £33 10s@#4. At present the Brit- 
ish makers of citric acid seem indisposed to pay 
the Sicilian quotations for lemon juice, but as 
they will have to meet the increased summer 
demand, and their stocks are said to be ex~ 
haused, they will in a!l probability have to 
give way, especially as the second-hand holders 
do not appear to command sufficient acid for 
makers’ requirements. Meanwhile speculation 
has been rife in the article, and itis generally 
stated that large advance contracts will shortly 
fall due which cannot be met, as is frequently 
done, by paying the difference between selling 
and market prices, because the acid forming 
the subject of these contracts has been sold to 
actual consumers, who will bein need of the 
tangible commodity. We repeat, therefore, 
that all present indications favor the prospect 
of arise, which may attain considerable pro- 
portions.” 

Alcohol continues in demand for jobbing par- 
cels at prices as given of late, and there are no 
special features of interest to note save the 
new agreement entered into by the Western 
distillers, which is to take effect on the 10th 
inst and the details ot which we publish else- 
where. Wood alcoho! is likewise unchanged, 
prices snd demand ruling without features 


worthy of note,

Borax still continues dull of sale, save for 
small jobbing parcels at unchanged prices 
The San Francisco Com. Herald of the 27th, in 
reporting that market, says: *‘Exports since 
our last weekly reference: 100 lbs, $9, to Mexico 
per Sardonyx. We quote: Harmony, in bbls or 
100 lb os, 844c per lb; Smith Bros, concentrated, 
in sacks, 544@6c; refined, in bbls or cases, 7340; 
Armagosa Con, 6c, in ton lots special prices 
given; San Bernardino Borax Mine Co, 8c.” 

Bromide potash continues in good demand at 
unchanged figures. 

Cantharides are extremely dull of sale, and 
noffeatures worthy of record are noted and 
quotations remain unchanged. 

Castor oil] remains very quiet, the several 
dealers reporting but small sales to satisfy im- 
mediate requirements only, and with little if 
any inquiry for future delivery, prices natur- 
ally showing no deviation from those that have 
ruled of late. 

Cuttle Bone—The market is very dull of sale 
and there are no interesting details to enter 
into whatever. Quotations are now 18@13¢c 
per pound for Trieste. 


Colocynth Apples—We learn of no further 
quotable transactions since the sale of 1,500 lbs 
of Spanish as noted in our last. No changes 
have taken place in prices. 


Cod Liver Oil—The market is still quoted at 
$28@35 per bbl for prime Norwegian oil,though 
in some instances dealers are inclined to shade 
these figures more or less, notwithstanding the 
reports from abroad of higher prices, as they 
claim the large catch of this season and the 
quantity carried over from last year must 
necessarily result in lower prices, despite the 
effort of speculators abroad to maintain present 
prices. There is some old oil which is pro- 
nounced “very much off” in quality, being 
offered at mucb lower figures than those named 
above, but this is considered unworthy of at- 
tention in connection with the choicer grades.

Notes on Maize or Corn Oil.* 


BY E, B, SHUTTLEWORTH, ONTARIO COLLEGE OF 
PHAKMAOY. 


A new process for the removal of the integu- 
ment and embryo of Indian corn has recently 
been made the snbject of a patent in the United 
States. It has already been sucessfully applied 
to the preparation of grain for conversion into 
glucose, and is now being turned to good ac- 
account in the manufacture of starch. 
It also seems likely that the process may 
be used to advantage by the distiller, as it 
is probable that some of the leading impurities 
in corn spirit originate in those parts of the 
gtain which the process is designed to remove. 


The Toronto Syrup Company have acquired 
the right to use this patent in Canada, and have 
now just completed the erection of the ma- 
chinery and plant necessary to operate on 700 
bushels of corn per day. Having been engaged 
in an examination of the rejected portion of 
the grain, more especially the germ, I have

TUESDAY EVENING, June 8, 1886. 

During the week ending to-day there has 
been a very quiet tone tothe chemieal market 
and prices show no improvement, On the con- 
trary, however, they are rather more favorable 
to the buyers who in turn show no disposition 
to operate. Caustic soda and English sal soda 
are both firmer, while bleach under free arri- 
vals at Boston has been weak and depressed. 
Soda ash of both caustic and carbonated makes 
are receiving more attention fur future deliv- 
ery, with stocks very light on the spot. Chlo- 
rate of potaeh and oxalic acid under free arri- 
vals are weak and dull and the same may be 
said of many of the leading fertilizing chemi- 
cals, Mr. D. B. McCulloch in speakiog of the 
Liverpoel market under date of May 27 say: 
“The chemical market continues dull but 
Steady. Salt cake, soda ash, caustic soda favors 
buyers. More doing in bleaching puwder at 
easier rates. Chlorate of potash scarce but 
ashes drooping. Citricacid again dearer. Tar- 
taric acid slow. Nitrate of soda in better de- 
mand ataslight advance. Sulpbate of ammo- 
nia rather better without much doing.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent. of the vari- 
ous Liverpool makes, has been very quiet dur- 
ing the past week, even though stocks for 
Prompt delivery continue very light. For con 
tracts extending over the year from Septem- 
ber, there has been several inquiries in the 
market, but at the moment tuyers views are 
somewhat below those that would be enter- 
tained by sellers. The sales making are usually 
for such quantities as current wants may 
require, at prices ranging from 1274@1 40c as 
to make and quantity. High test bas been in 
better request, especially for shipments from 
September and foward to the same period of 
1887. There have been several offers of 134c in 
the market for a special brand, but the seller 
was not disposed to accept the figure, exeept 
he had the option of brands. For shipments of 
Sullivans to arrive in September and for the 
balance of the year sales are reported of 500 
tons at 1!4c: besides this there have been sales 
of other makes on the spot, at 1 20@1 25c, as to 
make, quantity and holder. 


Caustic soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
makes on the spot continues very scarce, for 
which full prices are demanded. There is. how- 
ever, only a moderate jobbing demand for spot 
g00ds with sales of 25 tons reported at 1 35@140c 
as to brand and quantity. Forshipments to come 
forward over June, July and August they are 
quoting 1 2244@1 25c as to brand and quantity, 
with sales of 75 tons reported within the range. 
High test is only wanted in a limited way and 
is nominally quoted at 120@125c as to brand 
and quantity. 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent in the absence 
of arrivals is becoming somewhat scarce on the 
spot for prompt delivery. What usually comes 
to hand is under contract for consumption and 
in some instances resales have been made. 
There are several iaquiriers in the market for 
shipments to come forward in September and 
over the balance of the year, but at ruling 
prices makers abroad decline to contract for 
future delivery, preferring to take their 
chances on what surplus stocks they may have 
for shipment to this country. The bulk of the 
trade passing is to cover current wants, and we 
note the sales of 100 tons to arrive at 122K@ 
1 25¢ and 50 tons in lots at 1 35@1 40c as to make 
and quantity. High test isin the same posi- 
tion, buyors and sellers being apart and likely 
to remain so for the present. Sales of 50 tons 
56 per cent are reported at 1200, while a lot of 
62 per cent was stored rather than to accept an 
offer of | 15c three months. 

Alkali 36 per cent continues in light stook, 
either on the spot or on way, consequently 
values are held very firm at 1 26@1 30c, as to 
quantity, holder and date of delivery. For B 
M 48 pes cent there has been an improved de- 
mand for future delivery with prices held steady 
at 125@1 30c asto quantity and date of deliv- 
ery. The arrivals of high test B Mare ample 
to meet current requirements. There have 
been several contracts placed for delivery over 
the year and intonext at prices ranging from 
144@1 lic as to quantity and date of deiivery. 
For shipments on way there bas been a good 
jobbing demand for this period of the year, the 
sales aggregating 250 tons at prices ranging 
from 117}4@1 25c as to quantity. The other 
high test refined alkalies are very quiet as the 
price demanded is so much above other makes 
little inquiry is reported. The price quoted 
ranges from 140@1 50c as to brand, quantity 
and holdef. 

Cnustic soda 60 per cont is meeting with the 
usual jobbing demand. The stock on the spot 
is light for which 2 75@? 80c Is asked as to quan- 
tity and holder. Shipments are held at 2 674@ 
270c as to quantity and ‘late with sales of 250 
dms reported within the range. Tere has been 
an improved demand for high test and all cheap 
lots that have been pressing on the market of 
late have been placed—this with reports of a 
higher market abroad has in a measure stimu- 
lated prices here. The eales comprise 600 dms 
on the spot of 74 and 75 per cent at 2 45c and 300 
dms for late June shipments at 247i4c. The 
market is about bear of 70 per cent and for 
shipments over June and July holders are ask-

ing 2}4@2 52i¢e as to brand and quantity with 
sales of 300 dms reperted within the range. 

The large arrivals of bleach at Boston of late 
has had a very demoralizing effect on the mar- 
ket, as 18 usual during the warm weather; hold- 
ers do not care to sture their goods, conse- 
quently low prices were named for these acri- 
vals from dock. The sales comprise 500 casks 
of prime Liverpool brands at 13401 40c, as to 
quantity and holder, The result was that 
orders which usually come to this market were 
turned to Boston, as freights to the West and 
other points are as low as from here. The 
market here is weak at 145@1 55c, as to brand, 
quantity and holder, with sales of 125 casks re- 
ported within the range. 

Sal soda English has been in good request 
during the past week. The stock for prompt 
delivery in the atsence of arrivals is getting 
very light, for which 99@95c is now demanded. 
For shipments there is more inquiry, but hold- 
ers are not disposed to offer, preferring to wait 
arrival in hopes that better prices will prevail, 
as during the warm weather the domestic makers 
are unable to crystalize. The sales com- 
prise 150 tons, part to arrive, at 85c and balance 
from store at 87}4@950 as to make and holder. 

Sal soda Amervican is meeting with an im- 
proved demand, Forthe present makers have 
made no change in their prices, although one 
is expected, as during the summer no soda is 
made. The sales comprise 250 tons at prices 
ranging from 85@90c f o b less 14 per cent for 
cash as to quantity and atyle of packing. 

Saltcake is meeting with the usual demand 
for prompt delivery to carry them over this 
fire. For future delivery there has been sev- 
eral orders in the market but ut such low 
prices that both importers and domestic 
makers have deciined them. The sales com- 
prise 50 tons on the spot at 62}4@67}¢0, as to 
make and quantity. 

Soda carbonate isin ample stock to meet all 
requirements, although as the warm weather 
advances considerable inquiry is manifested. 
The sales comprise 50 tons at 175@1 80c, as to 
quantity.

Acetic acid for prompt delivery is very scarce 
with prices held firm at 244@2!4c as to quantity. 
The bulk of the trade passing is the usual de- 
livery upon existing contracts.

Oxalic acid at the moment is in light request 
as buyers are only taking such quantities as 
current wants may require.

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Neutralizing the Le Blanc and Sol- 
vay Processes. 

A Liverpool writer says that a powerful com- 
pany has just been formed to work patented 
processes, whereby the respective weak points 
of the Le Blanc and of the Solvay methods are 
most ingeniously made to neutralize each 
other, thus: 

1. In the Le Blanc process the su!phur is en- 
tirely lost, in combination with lime, and forms 
a waste product of the most troublesome char- 
acter. 

2. In the Solvay process the chlorine is en- 
tirely lost, and this is the weak spot in it which 
has enabled the Le Blanc makers to hold on so 
long. 

8. In the new combined process the hitherto 
lost sulphur of the Le Blanc process is recoy- 
ered by means of the chlorine of the Solvay 
process, the cost of the lime for the latter is 
saved, the residual “alkali waste” is reduced to 
almost half,and rendered quite innocuous,

Alaminium Smelting in Ohio. 

After 20 years of study andexperiment a man 
whose name the writer is not at liberty to di- 
vulge, has succeeded in finding a means of ob- 
taining the metal aluminium by heat or a car- 
bon process, hitherto supposed to be impossible, 
and at a cost so extremely low as not to militate 
against its general adoption for the commoner 
utensils used by man. Besides the great re- 
duction in the cost, the time required has been 
reduced from six days to six hours, a most im- 
portant matter. The gentleman who has put 
up the capital to further the plans of the in- 
ventor, and who owns a half interest in it, 
cBlled at the Blade office to-day, exhibited bars 
of the metal produced by his process, and 
explained in detail the plans he and his 
partner propose to follow. Their secret is cov- 
ered over and over with pi tents that will give 
them a moncpoly of it in this country and in 
Europe, and Ohio will have the distinction of 
being chosen as the location of the works, At 
Findlay these gentlemen will, within a few 
days, erect works for the production of alumi- 
nium from clay, using natural gas for furnace 
fuel. The clay from which the metal is to be 
extracted is brought from West Virginia, but 
areat beds of it exist in nearly all the States 
and Territories. While it is true, as asserted, 
that all clay contains the metal, some is far 
richer in it and yieldsa better return to the 
operator. The cost of production, where fuel 
is so cheap, will be little, and it is possible that 
the rich clay may eventually be found nearer 
home, and a further reduction of the price of 
the metal will follow.—Toledo Blade.

Kainit Shortage, 


The suit of Heller, Hirsch & Co., vs, Allen- 
town Manufacturing Co., before Judge Beach, 
Supreme Court, Part 2, was decided on Friday, 
May 28,in favor of the plaintiffs. This was a 
re-trial, the original trial having taken place 
before Judge Beach on January 27, 1885, and 
the action having been commerced on Decem- 
ber 12, 1883. 

On the original trial the judge ruled adversely 
on the claim of the plaintiff's attorneys, John- 
ston & Tilton, that defendants must abide by 
the plain terms of the contract, and settle on 
foreign invoice weights. The plaintiffs then 
appealed to the Supreme Court, and the gen- 
eral term, Judges Noah Davis, John R. Brady 
and Charles Daniels, overruled the decision of 
the lower court, and ordered a new trial, Judge 
Brady saying: ‘The application of such arule 
as this, that the buyer takes the risk of short- 
age and not the seller, would seem to be harsh, 
but it is required by the terms of the contract, 
the interpretation of it by persons familiar 
with the subject and the terms employed in it, 
and therefore the responsibility and dangers 
are assumed by the vendee. When the inten- 
tion of the parties is clearly expressed every 
court is bound by it, however capricious it may 
be. Chitty on Con, 8 amd. ed. 87. 

This case has excited considerable interest in 
the fertilizer trade which was well represented 
at the trial. Mr. John Kehoe was the only wit- 
ness called by the defence and he testified that 
he bought oniy on actual weights. Evidence 
of the receiving of the contract in question 
was excluded under the decision of the Generali 
Term of the Court. The main points at issue 
are: 

1, Whether a .purchase of kainit in bulk on 
foreign invoice weights precludes redress from 
the seller, in case of any heavy shortage, 
caused by the elements during the voyage 
across the ocean, a8 was probably the case with 
this cargo of the Paulina. 

2. Whether, on contracts for kainit in bulk, 
sold on foreign -iavoice weights, cash against 
foreign documents, the buyer is not in duty 





bound to weigh the kainit as it is discharged 


from the ship, to ascertain whether the cargo 
shows an unusual shrinkage, as otherwise, by 
removing the cargo from the ship, and trans- 
porting it to the interior, beyond the contro! or 
supervision of the ship, and,‘as in this case, 
even in leaky canal boats al) subsequent claims 
against the ship,or the insurance company, 
either or both, as the case may be, are precluded 
or waived. 

8. The defendants’ own witness, Thos. E. 
Bishop, testified that the portion of the cargo 
which came out of the “Paulina” last, was 
“musby,” like soft muu, and did not require to 
be trimmed, but “triu:med itself,” thus show- 
ing that the kainit got wet, and unquestionably 
toa considerable extent had been dissolved, 
and pumped overboard. It is well known that 
where a cargo shows a damage, as did this one, 
and the Captain omits to enter and extend pro- 
test, he runs the risk of shifting the liability 
for such damage from the insurance company 
upon his own shuulders, and of exposing the 
ship to the danger of paying for all damage to 
cargo, for shortages, or for improper delivery. 
If on the other hand, the Captain duly enters 
and extends his protest, the insurance company 
is liable for all loss sustained on the voyage, 
within the prescribed limits as stated in the 
policy, but only when such loss is proven, or 
demonstr: ted, by weighing the cargo us it 
leaves the ship. Messrs. H. J. Baker & Bros’. 
experience with this same ship, the *Paulina,’ 
in 1834, illustrates this point vividly. Their 
cargo weighed out about 120 tons short, out of 
400 to 600 tons. The Captain had not entered 
protest, and they not only withheld the freight 
money, but also sued the ship for the amount 
not covered by the freight. Had they removed 
the cargo without weighing, they could not 


have expected to recover.

Salt and Chemicals. 

A Newcastle-on-Tyne correspondent of the 
British and Colonial Druggist says> Some few 
years ago a discovery was made by accident of 
a bed of salt of about 120 feet in thicknessin 
the valley of the Tees. The discovery has had 
the effect of giving considerable impetus to the 
chemical manufactures of the north, the de- 
composition of the chloride of sodinm by 
sulph uric acid being, as it were, the first ctep 
inthe manufacture of various chemicals of 
commercial importance. The chemical trade 
in the north bas been for a considerable period 
ina languishing condition. A company who 
own the largest chemical works in the country 
were rather unfortunate last yearn their ex- 
ploration on the Tees for salt, but it is said that 
they also have now succeeded in reaching the 
salt bed, and are raising a considerable quantity, 
which is sent to their works. The yearly con- 
sumption of salt at these great works is 27,000 
tons, and the company expect to raise this 
quantity for their own supply. This acquisi- 
tion must prove of immense importance in the 
economics of the chemical trade in its present 
state,

Substitutes for Steam. 

At the spring meeting of the American So- 
clety of Mechanical Engineers in Chicago last 
week, “Substitutes for Steam’’ was the title of 
apaper read by Mr. George H. Babcock of 
New York, and it proved to be the most inter- 
esting subject discussed during the day. Mr. 
Babcock gave a brief history of many attempts 
to work engines by using some other fluid than 
steam, and said that none of them had proved 
successful exvept perbaps air and gas engines 
for lighter powers. After describing the many 
attempts in detail and their failure, he con- 
cluded: “Obviously, then, as the limits of low- 
est available temperature and of highest practi- 
cal pressure are the same for all vapors, it 
becomes evident that the fluid having the high- 
est temperature at the limit of pressure, other 
things being equal, has the advantage, theo- 
retically, in possibleeconomy. Of all availa- 
ble liquids, water fulfills this coadition best, 
and therefore it is useless to search for another 
vapor as a substitute for steam, unless it can 
be shown that the losses incidental to the use 
of the latter are necessarily enough greater 
than those incidental to some other fluid to 
more than counterbalance this advantage. 
That. there are such compensating advantages 
is not probable, and they wonld, indeed, need 
to be very great to offset the cost of fiuid 
water being free of cost in nearly all situations 

"Were we, however, to look for a fluid to use 
in a‘binary system’ it must necessarily be 
among those which vaporize at a higher tem- 
perature than water, rather than, as Las here- 
tofore been sought, ata lower. In this way it 
might be possible to attain a higher range of 
temperature, and thus gain something theo- 
retically in economy, unless, perchance, the ad- 
ditional loss in the furnace should offset toa 
large degree any such possible gain. 

“It becomes evident, therefore, that a suc- 
cessful substitute for steam in motive power 
can be found among vapors, and most pro- 


bably, if found at all, it must be 
among permanent gases, By a bounteful 
provision of nature an equally free 


and exbaustiess supply of a perfect gas—atmos- 
pheric air—has been provided, which has sev- 
eral elements of valuein the problem. As it 
requires 600 deg. of heat to double its pressure 
at 39 deg. Fahrenheit—the point of greatest den- 
sity of water—it may be heated to a very high 
temperature tefore it reaches a practical lizait 
of pressure, It is a poor conductor of heat, 
and does not condense when cooled; therefore, 


it will suffer less loss from being used in a cool 
cylinder. Being a supporter of combustion, 
the fuel may be burned within the working 
fluid, and the ‘oss due to the furnace avoided. 
It also offers the opportunity of recovering a 
larger share of its rejected heat to be used 
again. In a steam engine the only use to which 
this rejected heat can be putis in heating the 
feed-water and air for combustion, and only a 
small fraction—not over one-sixth—can be 
utilized in that way, while with air Rankine 
estimates that as much as 90 per cent. of the 
heat in the exhaust may be retained for use, by 
adevice invented by Stirling, known as the 
‘economizer’ or ‘regenerator.’ There are dis- 
advantages, however, peculiar to air, among 
which are its bulk and the necessity of initia- 
ting motion by external power. The former is 
overcome by compression before heating, and 
the latter may yet be provided for in some sim- 
ple manner, 

* Air, then, gives {he best promise for an eco 
nomical substitute for steam in pressure en- 
gines. The development of its advantages in- 
volves many difficulties, but those arc fast be- 
ing overcome. The air engine of Stirling of 
forty years ago equaled in economy any steam 
engine of its day, while the Shaw air engine, of 
1867, equaled in economy of fuel the largest 
and most perfect steam engines of to-day. The 
Otto engine, and others of similar character, 
exhibit an economy of heat double that of our 
first-class steam engines, but they are handi- 
capp:d by the necessity of using a very 
expensive fuel, and are necessarily con- 
fined to small powers and special cir 
cumstances. The prospect of much further 
economy in steam engines i8 not bright. By 
means of a non-conducting lining forthe cylin- 
der, a saving might be effected of, say, 25 per 
cent. in tuel, bringing the efficiency up to 13 or 
14 per cent., and by running the pressure up to 
250 pounds we might attain, possibly, and effi - 
ciency of 17 per cent. or the same as is now at- 
tained in gas engines. Are there still further 
possibilities of economical development of 
power? Probably not in the line of pressure 
engines. But science already pointsto the pos- 
sible conversion of heat directly into electri 
ity, and if that can be done without too grea 
a loss the electrical engine may yet become 
prominent rival of the steam or air engine 
The conversion of 90 per cent of electrica 
energy into mechanical work is not beyon 
reasonable expectations, even if it is be- 
yond present attainment and if the heat 
of combustion can be converted into 
electricity with a loss of only 10 percent. 
—which is supposable—we then should get a 
horse-power for every .22 of a pound of coal 
per hour. This would be a saving of 30 per 
cent over the best probable result with air en- 
gines, or 85 per cent over the best results yet 
attained with steam. 

“Is steam, therefore, doomed to be super- 
seded? By no means, Even if robbed of ite 
position on the throne of power, it must ever 
remain one of the most useful servants of man. 
Its large specific and latent heat renders it the 
best attainable medium of transferring heat 
within a certain range of temperature, from 
the furnace to the place where it may be wanted 
for various processes, and even now it fillsa 
larger fle’'d in that direction than it does asa 
prime mover. So faras now appears, it need 
fear no successful substitute in that fleld.”’

Refractory Cements for Engineers. 


The trade often has use for cements (putty) 
which will stand high temperatures without 
blowing out or being eaten away by fire, as 
some joints, those on soft patches, for instance, 
are directly in the path of the burning «4 ases at 
their highest temperatures. It is common to 
use red-lead putty mixed with cast-iron fillings 
or fine borings for such work; but with veiy 
high pressures if the boiler is used as soon as 
the joint is made, this cement has proven unre- 
liable. We have thought that a refractory 
cement, or putty, for parts that are very much 
exposed, might be made of white lead and plum- 
bago, and be used in place of the red lead em- 
ployedin making our common putty. The 
plumbago should be largely in excess, and the 
putty kneaded very hard and stiff; a small pro- 
portion of asbestos fiber might be introduced to 
bind the whole, but this does not strike us as 
necessary. Piumbago is absolutely refractory 
under the most intense heat, being used for 
crucibles to melt steel in, and if it is embudied 
or incorporated with sufficient white lead to 
bind it we think it would be valuable for the 
purpose indicated. It isso easily tried that it 
should be, and if any of our readers make an 
experiment with it we shal! be under obligation 
for the results.—Mechanteal Engineer.

The slight improvement in the demand for 
dyes and dyestuffs noticed in our last bas given 
place to another period of quietness, and the 
market is, if anything, duller than before. Be 
aides it remains featureless, and it is difficult to 
present anything to our readers that is fresh 
and intereeting. The market for gambier has 
stiffened somewhat, the balance of the cargo of 
the Hales having been disposed of at anction 
and the primary market being reported very 
firm. There is no quotable change in the 
prices of any of the other articles on the list, 
and the general market may be written steady, 

In aniline colors there is rothing of special 
interest to report. Buyers still pursue the hand- 
to-mouth policy in supplying their wants and 
active competition between brands keeps 
prices ruinously low. Our quotations no 
doubt would be shaded considerably, even on 
smal! purchases. 

Al.zarine remains quiet, selling only in a re- 
tail way to meet the passing wants of the 
trade. Prices show no change, the quotations 
ranging from 19c to 21c, according to seller and 
quantity. For alizarine assistant there is a 
light retail demand at quotations. 

Albumen remains unchanged at nominal 
prices. There are only a few small trans- 
actions to report. We repeat our quo- 
tations of 35@38c for egg, according to quan- 
tity and quality, 17}44@l8c for imported and 
1644018c for prime domestic blood, as to 
quality. Dark No. 1% domestic blood albumen 
is quotable nominally at 15@lé6c, according to 
size of order. 

Bichromate of potash is meeting with a fair 
jobbing demand, but there are no transactions 
of consequence to report. Prices are without 
change, both the foreign and domestic brands 
being quotable at 974@10}éc, according to quan- 
tity. 

Bichromate of soda remains dull and neg- 
lected with prices nominal at 774@8c, as to 
quantity. 

Cochineal continues to find an outlet only in 
a retail way. Prices are steadily supported 
owing to the emall available supply.

There has been very little business in cutch 
since the datz of last writing. Buyers are not

A better demand for gambier has prevailed 
during the past week, due no doubt to a reduc- 
tion in the views of holders. Stiil the market 
is far from active.the majority of buyers be- 
ing well supplied or having little need of stock, 
The reported transactions embrace 500 bale, 
from store at 45674703, and 300 bales to 
arrive ex-Willie Keed, due June 2, at a pri- 
vate price, The quotations for store lots are 
now 470@5i4c, according to holder and quan- 
tity, the market having beeome somewhat 
firm since the sales abovereport. For lots to 
arrive the quotations range from 454@4%c.
